Supercross, no circus 


After reading Rex Resse's interview 
with promoter Mike Goodwin, and at- 
tending both days of the Superbowl of 
Motocross, I decided to express my 
opinion of the pre-race hype and the 
event itself. 

Goodwin's advertising campaign 
portrayed the riders as gladiators pre- 
pared to do battle. The "battle" con- 
sisted of riders involved in horrendous 
tank-slappers and endos. Sunday 
morning's radio commercials advertised 
that 80 of the best riders would com- 
pete, "except those in plaster from last 
night's crashes." Goodwin feels that 
"maybe they come to see blood and 
guts" and that he is just capitalizing on 
the public's mores. 

In the interest of getting spectators 
to attend the race, his ads put expecta- 
tions of crashes and injuries into the 
fans' minds before they even reach the 
stadium. It was no wonder they booed, 
when at the riders' insistence, certain 














jumps were removed. Jimmy Weinert's 

crash on Sunday might have satisfied - 
Goodwin, but I watched with disbelief 

as Weinert lay on the track, for almost 

five minutes, on a section of the course 

where numerous crashes had already 

occurred, while riders raced by within 

inches of the fallen rider. Only after 

that crash was another dangerous part 

of the track removed. 

In my opinion, Mr. Goodwin can 
take his advertising campaign and his 
computer surveys and stuff them, be- 
cause Supercross is a sport, contested 
by athletes, and not a circus side-show 
intended to satisfy the public's "more." 
The validity of his high-falootin’ 
surveys must be questioned anyway, as 
he predicted 100,000 total fan atten- 
dance; in reality he barely got half of. 
that. 

While Supercross is an important 
avenue for exposure, it should be ad- 
vertised and presented for what it is, 
not what some hot-winded promoter, 
wants it to be. I admire the profession- 
alism of the riders who have to put up 
with the whims of the promoters and 
the media. But there is a point,.and I 
believe we are very close to it, when we 
will lose sight of the sport of Super- 
cross, only to see Goodwin’s version of 
it, complete with spotlights, balloons, 
fireworks, portable tracks, tatooed 
ladies, etc., etc. 

Supercross is exciting enough as it 
is, and the AMA, and especially the 
riders, should refuse to be manipulated 
by promoters and the media who want 
only to satisfy their own ends. My hope 
is that Mr. Goodwin sticks to real 
estate, and leaves the promotion of 
Supercross to those who view it as а 
sport, not a circus event.

The Colorado Medical Society 
(CMS) collected only 45,200 signa- 
tures by the July 7 deadline of the 
required 65,234 needed to get a 
helmet law reinstatement on the 
November ballot in that state. 
CMS took command of the rein- 
statement crusade after the Colo- 
rado Highway Department ((CHD) 
abandoned its plan in March to 
devote $6,000 of federal funds to 
CMS for a petition drive. The High- 
way Department withdrew the 
funds because questions were 
raised by the AMA, the state legis- 
lature and the Mountain States 
Legal Foundation concerning the 
legality of using federal money for 
lobbying purposes. Last spring, the 
AMA applied pressure to the CHD 
to withdraw federal funds and sent 
telegrams to Governor Richard 
Lamm blasting the state for its 
obsession with helmet laws in the 
face of general neglect toward a 
comprehensive safety program for 
motorcyclists.

“Costs be damned, let’s regu- 
late,” often seems to be the bat- 
tlecry of the Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency once it receives 


a clear mandate from Congress. And 
often, as in the case of the agency's 
forthcoming motorcycle noise standards, 
the reason for the rules promulgated 
becomes estranged from the original 
problem that needed resolving. The 
noise regulations will set decibel stan- 
dards for motorcycles and cost the in- 
dustry millions of dollars. Yet, the 
majority of motorcycle manufacturers 
are already in compliance with the 
decibel levels prescribed in EPA's pro- 
posed regulations. 

Perhaps EPA Administrator Douglas 
Costle best explained the bureaucracy's 
philosophy on this type of regulating 
best when he said that “оп occasion I 
have run into federal employees who 
seem to have an ideological repugnance 
[to certain private enterprises] and an 
evangelical zeal to regulate them." 
Joan Claybrook, head of the National 
Highway Traffic Safety Administration 
and her mandatory helmet law crusade 
also fits this description. In Claybrook's 
case, the "ideological repugnance" ap- 
pears to. be solely aimed at 
motorcycles, and there is no doubt she 
holds an "evangelical zeal" towards 
regulating them. 

EPA, on the other hand, does not 
hold motorcycles as a prime concern. 
Yet, due to the various authorizing 
acts passed by Congress since 1970, the 
agency's jurisdiction includes just 
about anything that clangs, clanks, 
chugs, bellows, blows, whistles, spews, 
seeps and flows. Motorcycles at times 
clang and clank, and so EPA devised 
its proposed noise standards. In this 
case, the mandate to regulate comes 
from the Noise Control Act of 1972, 
an ambiguous document designed to 
protect the “public health and welfare 
from noise pollution.” The agency ori- 
ginally issued a notice of proposed rule- 
making back in March of 1978, but 
only recently were the regulations sent 
up to the EPA administrator's office 
for approval. Thus, according to in- 
formed sources, the final standards 
should be issued sometime this fall. 

Throughout the public comment 
period on the noise regulations, motor- 
cyclists from across the country — 
spearheaded by the American Motor- 
cyclist Association — told the bureau- 
crats that their rules would increase 
prices without providing any benefit to 
the consumer. By the agency's own esti- 
mates, the cost of compliance industry- 
wide will be $224 million in 1985. EPA 
wanted noise standards set at 83 
decibels by 1980, 80 decibels by 1982 
and 78 decibels by 1985 for street and 
off-road motorcycles (170cc or less for 
off-road). And for off-road bikes over 
170cc, 86 decibels by 1980 and 82 
decibels by 1983. 











However, in 1978, AMA's Ed Young- 
blood told the agency, "When one 
realizes that a number of 1978 models 
already are achieving EPA's 1983 
proposed standards, and that some are 
approaching 1985 proposed standards, 
it 18 evident that this program is un- 
duly inflationary and that it is not cost 
effective." 

Later, during a 1979 meeting with 
representatives of the U.S. House, 
Youngblood warned, "While the aver- 
age American motorcycle owner may 
not be an economist or an acoustical 
engineer, let me assure you that he has 
a very accurate awareness of what is 
fair, what is realistic, what is 
reasonable and what he can tolerate 
economically." 

Because of the overwhelming nega- 
tive comment to the proposed regula- 
tions, EPA began to delay the promul- 
gation date. The standards sent up re- 
cently to the EPA administrator place 
the 83 decibel level at 1982, instead of 
the planned 1980 date. An agency 
spokesman said that over 2,500 sepa- 
rate comments were received from 
motorcyclists, giving bikers the distinc- 
tion of being more concerned about an 
EPA proposed regulation than any 
other group. 

The cost of compliance associated 
with the noise standards — and the 
cost motorcycle consumers will ulti- 
mately have to pay — stems from a 
labeling program designed for exhaust 
systems. Let's say you buy a 1982 Gold 
Wing and after a few years need to 
replace the exhaust system (with either 
the manufacturer's original or one of 
the many after-market products.) The 
exhaust you buy in either case must be 
marked for a 1982 Gold Wing. No 
other exhaust could be used by law. 
Thus, manufacturers must re-tool and 
dealers will be forced to keep a larger 
inventory of parts. If the labeling pro- 
gram is violated, the noise act contains 
an enforcement provision that carries 
a $10,000 fine. 

All this leaves the motorcycle con- 
sumer with the prospect of paying even 
higher prices in the future. To make 
matters worse, they will get no benefit 
for that cost. EPA, you see, in these in- 
flationary times is free from consider- 
ing the economic impact of its regula- 
tions. So the final result of the new 
standards will simply create a certifi- 
cation program for manufacturer's to 
show that they are in compliance when 
they have already been complying for 
years. However, the noise standards 
are probably the most reasonable 
motorcyclists could expect from the 
EPA, and since the labeling program 
as it now stands does not take effect 
until 1982 (still subject to change until 
the administrtor actually approves 
them), the full economic impact is still 
at least two years down the road. e

Howerton wins 
the battle, Jobe 
wins the war

NEW BERLIN, NY, JULY 20 


Ninetten-year-old Georges Jobe of Belgium, the 
young Team Suzuki rookie and points leader in 
this year’s 250cc World Motocross Champion- 
ship, came to the Bel-Ray 250cc United States 


Grand Prix at Unadilla with a 
huge 67 point lead over his near- 
est rival, Husqvarna’s Dimitar 
Rangelov of Bulgaria. Jobe was 
nervous despite the fact he could afford 
to lose six points in the standings to 
Rangelov at the American event and 
still have enough points left to clinch 
the 1980 Championship before the last 
two remaining races in Sweden and 
Finland. 

Last year Jobe was the unknown 
protoge of former Suzuki World Cham- 
pion Roger DeCoster, racing the Man’s 


practice bikes in selected Grands Prix 
and other contential events. Now he 
was anxious to wrap up the World 
Championship, so he could get back to 
the seemingly more important task of 
winning next weekend’s Belgian Na- 
tional over countryman Raymond 
Boven. Winning both motos would 
secure the Belgian National Champion- 
ship for Jobe, and then perhaps once 
that goal was reached, he could better 
grasp the more far reaching implica- 
tions of being a World Champion. 
Jobe should have ridden a cautious 
race at Unadilla, but he didn’t. Instead, 





it was Jobe battling over every inch of 
ground with a teammate he had never 
seen before. Newly crowned American 
250cc National Champion Kent How- 
erton fought off Jobe in both motos to 
win the United States 250cc Grand 
Prix for the second year in a row. And 
though the overall win went to Suzuki's 
Rhinestone Cowboy, it was a hard 
charging Jobe who finished a close sec- 
ond to claim his first World Cham- 
pionship. 

“At the beginning of the first moto I 
ride very careful," said the Belgian 
youngster who had to travel to Holland 
to race until he was 14 years old, hav- 
ing been too young when he began rid- 
ing at age 10 to compete in his native 
country, "when my brother show me 
I'm World Champion on the signboard 
I then ride even slower." 

"I'm happy to be Champion and I 
bope to do the same for Suzuki again 
next year. If I can win the Champion- 
ship again, then perhaps I move to the 
500cc class." 

Jobe rode a conventional twin shock 
RN250-80 works Suzuki prepared by 
Suzuki mechanic Raymond Rebull 
and Jobe's brother Claude, while How- 
erton rode the new monoshock Suzuki 
Floater. Jobe had been offered a choice 
of the new Floater himself, but since 
he had won his opening GPs of the 
year on the twin shock bike he was re- 
luctant to switch mid-way through the 
season. Howerton's 250cc class Ameri- 
can teammate Darrell Shultz helped to 
make the afternoon a clean Suzuki 
sweep as he picked up third both 
motos for third overall. 

Unadilla boasted a strong contingent 
of European stars, most who had never 
been seen in America before. In fact 


the Europeans far out numbered the 
Americans who were conspicuous by 
their absence, with Suzuki's Howerton 
and Shultz, Honda's Steve Wise and 
Husqvarna’s Mike Guerra the only 
major factory riders on hand from the 
States. The fact that we did so well 
against the Europeans was mostly due 
to the hot 90 degree and humid weather 
conditions that took a serious toll on 
the visitors who were used to much 
cooler conditions. 


The only top running 250cc class 
contender not to appear at Unadilla 
was Jaroslav Falta on the factory CZ 
and presently fourth overall in the 
world standings, possibly because of 
political reasons. Maico's bad boy of 
motocross, Neal Hudson from England, 
was forced to retire at the end of the 
opening moto when he hit his mending 
broken foot on a rock. Husky's number 
two man in the standings, Dimitar 
Rangelov the Bulgarian Bruiser, had 
to retire from the first moto when his 
badly broken face — stitched together 
after a Grand Prix crash just two weeks 
before — swelled shut around his eyes 
obstructing his vision. 

Exotic machinery at a 250cc World 
Championship event was hard to find, 
with only Maico's Hudson and Kees 
van der Ven on pre-production versions 
of the 1981 model 250s with reed 
induction cylinders. Joel Robert's SWM 
team riders rode production bikes, 
as did Yamaha riders Jean Paul 
Mingels and Matti Tarkkonen, with 
Husqvarna going so far as to sell their 
riders' production bikes after the race. 
Honda riders Rolf Dieffenbach and 
Fritz Kobele were given the treat of 
racing American Honda's spare Pro- 
Link RC 250s for the first time and

were amazed at how much better they 
handled compared to their conventional 
twin shock RC bikes used in Europe, 
still good enough though for Dieffen- 
bach to win with at numerous GPs. An 
interesting note was that the American 
factory works bikes of Honda and 
Suzuki required the addition of nearly 
20 pounds of ballast to bring them up 
to the 216 pound FIM minimum weight. 
Even Mingels’ production Yamaha YZ 
was one pound over weight at tech 
inspection. 


Moto One 


Darrell Shultz knifed his Suzuki out 
onto the Unadilla hillside to take the 
lead of the first moto on a track which 
just the day before for opening practice 
was three feet deep in grass, and now 
mowed down by the churning knobbies 
of Guerra, Jobe, Howerton, Jimmy 
Ellis, Steve Martin, Tarkkonen, Dief- 
fenbach, Boven and Wise who hooked 
up behind “Dashing Darrell.” 

Quickly it was Guerra stuffing his 
Husky past Shultz and into the lead 
amid the roar of approval of some 
20,000 fans jammed around the track. 
Next it was Jobe who was displacing 
Shultz back another position before 
moving up to within striking distance 
of Guerra, getting past to take the lead 

for himself on lap three. 

Howerton wasn't about to let Jobe 
roost off with the lead of the race so 
easily and dialed himself into hot pur- 
suit, passing Shultz and then Guerra 
like a picket fence to catch foreign 
teammate Jobe by lap five. It only took 
the Rhinestone Cowboy half a lap to 
check out the soon-to-be champion's 
riding style, then take the inside path 
across a rough set of whoops to outdive 
Jobe into a tight left-hander where 





Howerton slammed the door shut on 
Jobe to claim the lead. 

Quickly the race began taking its 
toll of riders as Dieffenbach wobbled 
his Honda to the pits, suffering from 
the heat..."We had cold weather the 
last seven weeks in Germany...1 could 
not hold on." Then teammate Wise 
followed him in with a sprained foot 
caused when he caught it in his own 
rear wheel. "I felt like a Novice out 
there, doing something dumb like 
that." 

By the halfway point in the moto the 
top positions were fairly well set. How- 
erton continued to slowly increase his 
lead over Jobe in the remaining 
distance to the finish. Shultz repassed 
Guerra to take up third position. Kees 
van der Ven, the bright new young 
star of Maico who won both motos the 
previous Grand Prix in Holland had a 
fifth position in the bag. Right behind 
van der Ven the last half of the moto 
but unable to close the gap was Team 
Moto-X Fox's JoJo "Machine Gun" 
Keller. оп the modified production 
Honda to claim the top non-factory 
position of sixth, finishing ahead of 
Boven, Leif Nicklasson, Hudson (in- 
juring his foot the last lap) and pri- 
vateer Jimmy Ellis. 


Moto Two 


Howerton was out to win the United 
States Grand Prix for the second year 
in a row as he catapulted his way at the 
start of the second moto into the lead. 
JoJo Keller was looking even hotter this 
time out as he tried to hold onto second 
place beneath the spray of Howerton's 
rear wheel, only to crash out. “1 was 
ducking down because Howerton was 
roosting me...I looked up and all of a 
sudden it was haybales galore!"

As Keller picked himselt up at the 
rear of the pack Jobe took control of 
second followed by Guerra, Shultz, 
Jean Claude Laguaye, Dieffenbach 
(back out to tackle the heat a little 
mroe successfully this time), Ellis and 
van der Ven. The front runners were 
already sorted out close to their pre- 
vious moto finishing order and for the 
first 10 minutes of this race it seemed 
no action would take place. 


Yet then, Jobe began turning up the 
throttle on his RN250-80 Suzuki and 
closed on Howerton's lead, shadowed 
him for a lap, then stuffed his way 
beside the Rhinestone studded star on 
a rough high-speed sweeper by the an- 
nouncer's tower to claim first place. 
Shultz followed Jobe’s move and 
passed Guerra in the same place a few 
seconds later for third. Then Dieffen- 
bach found himself engaged in a heavy 
fight for fifth with Laquaye on the 
SWM as van der Ven closed on them. 
Guerra dropped his Husky, remounted 
in seventh, was passed by a hard charg- 
ing David Bailey on his Kawasaki, but 
moved up a position again when it was 
Dieffenbach's turn to fall For 10 
minutes Jobe, who had wrapped up 
the 250cc World Championship the 
first moto, continued holding off 
Howerton. Kent was pressuring Jobe 
hard in hope for a mistake which finally 
came as Jobe slid out in a corner and 
Kent wheeled his Greg Arnette-tuned 


-bike on past to claim a 15-second lead 


that would last the rest of the moto. 


Jobe's fall put him within striking 
distance by Shultz who immediately 
closed up the remaining distance and 
attempted to pass Jobe. But Shultz got 
sideways on the uphill jump where he 
tried his move on Jobe and fell himself, 





assuring the top positions would 
remain unchanged. 

Howerton easily collected the second 
moto win over Jobe, Shultz, van der 
Ven in another impressive ride, then 
David Bailey on the Gary Bailey Moto- 
cross School Kawasaki taking the moto's 
top privateer spot in sixth for an extra- 
ordinary sixth overall in his first GP 
event. 


Support Class 


Local Newburgh, NY, hero Pat 
Moroney, cheered on by the highly 
partisan crowd, secured the 500cc 
Supprt class win for the second year in 
a row aboard his production Yamaha 
YZ465. In the first moto Moroney had 
to work his way up from an opening 
lap crash to claim third as RPM Yama- 
ha rider Mickey Kessler fought off 
Kawasaki-mounted teammate Gary 
Pustelak for the win. 

In the second moto all three of the 
front runners went down in a first lap 
pile-up that saw Moroney busting all 
stops loose again to charge back up 
through the field to pass Maico rider 
Denny Swartz, Ken Adams (Yam) and 
Jimmy Meenan (KTM) for the overall 
win, Mickey Kessler collected second 
overall ahead of Swartz, Meenan and 
another KTM rider, Andy Stacy. ®

AMA Grand National 
Championship/ Winston Pro Series: Round 14 


Kidd takes first 500cc single win 
at Ascot TT in 17 years

GARDENA, CA, JULY 19 


“Now I've won a TT! I can't believe it!” shouted 
an exuberant Mike Kidd, moments after lead- 
ing nearly every lap of the 25-lap Ascot Nation- 
al TT on a 500cc Honda single. Kidd, who 


finished in front of Honda's 
Mickey Fay and Harley-Davidson- 
mounted Ricky Graham, was the 
first rider to win Ascot’s TT Na- 


tional on a 500cc machine since Dick 
Mann did it on a Matchless in 1963. 

Fourth in the J.C. Agajanian-pro- 
moted event went to the returning-to- 
action Jay Springsteen. Springer led 
for a bit in the opening laps, but faded 
to fourth when the heat and a fading 
rear tire got to him. He did not look 
well after the race. 

Though Hank Scott and Steve More- 
head retained their 1-2 in the point 
standings, the lower half of the top five 
was rearranged. Graham moved into a 
tie with Randy Goss for third, and 
Kidd took over fifth. Points leader 
Scott qualified for the National, but a 
flat rear tire left him out of the points. 
Morehead carded a 10th. 

A somewhat dry and slippery track 
was given partial credit by some for 
the 500cc 1-2 finish. While the bigger 
engines were spinning wheels, the lighter 
and less powerful singles were hooking 
up, as well as taking their advantage in 
the tighter sections of the track. 

Kidd had additional reason to cele- 
brate. Less than an hour after his win, 
the clock passed midnight and it was 
July 20 — his 27th birthday. 





Time trials 

That a 500cc single was going to win 
the National seemed a remote possibility 
following time trials. Brad Hurst put 
his Messler/KRW/Panther/Norris 
Cams/Carlisle/Out Front/Diamond- 
sponsored Triumph on the first heat 
pole with a 46.18-second clocking. Alex 
Jorgensen’s ancient BSA was second 
fastest at 46.57, followed by Jay Spring- 
steen's 46.78 and Gary Scott's 46.96. 
Team Army's Kidd debated as to 
whether to qualify his 750cc Triumph 
or Honda single, saw that the track 
was beginning to dry and went with 
the Dallas/Ft. Worth Honda XR500. 
He posted fast 500cc time, seventh 
fastest overall, followed by Honda 
teamsters Jeff Haney and Mickey Fay. 
Grand National Champ Steve Eklund, 
trying to sort out a new Triumph, post- 
ed a mediocre (for him) 48.09. 


Heat races 

Scott Pearson, riding Harry Lillie's 
Yamaha 750 twin.and sponsored by 
Circle Bell, Valvoline, JB Racing and 
Megacycle Cams, shot out into the 
lead of the first heat, while a third 
turn pile-up caused a set-back for Ted 
Boody, John Wincewicz and others. At 
the end of a lap, Keith Day held 
second in front of Brad Hurst, Mike 
Sullivan (Tri) and Hank Scott. 











Mickey Fay got by Ricky Graham only a few laps from the end in the main. 


Hurst soon moved by Day and spent 
the next four laps badgering Pearson. 
He got by and a lap later, Pearson was 
way back after having dropped the 
chain and having to reinstall it. Hank 
Scott, riding a Triumph for Branch, 
Barnes, KRW, Sal Acosta, Jack Sise- 
more, RPM, Team Jesus and Bill's 
Pipes, inherited second. Rick Hocking 
drove. his Team Yamaha thumper 
around Sullivan to take third and the 
final direct transfer. Sullivan finished 
fourth in front of Day. 

The second heat saw Jorgensen and 
his Dell' Orto Carburetors/Hi-Point/ 
Alphabet Headers BSA lead all the 
way, with Kidd in his wake start to 
finish. Second year Expert Mike Minnig 
(H-D) held third until the fourth lap, 
when he was displaced by Eklund's 
Zanotti/Interpart/Castrol mount. 

Eklund stayed in the transfer position 
for two more laps, but the bike appar- 
ently started acting up, and he started 
to drop back. Minnig picked up where 
he left off and made the National, while 
Wayne Rainey (Tri) and Lars Trulson 
(Hon) headed those off to round out 
the first semi field. % 

Steve Morehead, who earlier in the 
season had planned on skipping this 
event — until he found himself sec- 
ond in the points — flew out for this 
race and rode Ray Beck's Harley right 
into the lead of the third heat. But Jay 
Springsteen went by Morehead on the 
second lap and pulled away to the flag 
on his Bill Werner-tuned factory 
XR750. On the fourth lap, Morehead 
lost second to Klotz/Wiseco-sponsored 
Scott Parker (H-D) and soon found 
Honda’s rookie Expert, Jeff Haney, 
knocking on his door. 

On the seventh lap, Haney bumped 
Morehead out of a transfer and then 


checked Parker off his shopping list a 
lap later. Morehead ran off the track 
on the eighth lap, retaining fourth but 
losing any chance at third. Buddy 
"Bud Man" Robinson finished fifth. 

The final heat saw some of the best 
elbow-to-elbow racing of the night, 
and of recent memory. Ted Davidson, 
riding a Yamaha twin borrowed from 
Keith Day, took the early lead with 
Ricky Graham and Mike Inderbitzen 
following. Gary Scott and Randy Goss 
ran 7-8 at the start, with Santa Fe TT 
winner Ronnie Jones dead last follow- 
ing a crash. Graham took over and led 
for the next three laps, as Mickey Fay, 
Scott and Goss worked their way to- 
wards the front. Davidson took over 
the front running spot for a lap, but 
with six laps down the order read: 
Graham, Davidson, Fay, Bubba Shobert 
(Yam), Goss, Scott and Inderbitzen. 

The race soon turned into a 10- 
wheeled freight train as Goss and Scott 
wheeled past Shobert. Davidson took 
over the lead again for a brief time 
exiting the infield, as the top five 
shared elbows and handlebars through 
the corners. Through what would be 
turns three and four of the half mile 
circuit was where the order was decided 
on the final lap. Graham had the lead, 
while Goss went low and by Davidson 
and Fay. Scott went right through the 
middle to claim second at the flag in 
front of Goss. Fay and Davidson were 
left to the semis. 


Semis 

It appeared that Eklund might final- 
ly have things going his way as he took 
the lead going into the first turn of the 
first semi and never looked back, post- 
ing the third fastest 10 laps of the eve- 
ning behind Jorgensen and Springsteen.

Scott Pearson took second early in the 
going and also held that to the flag; 
the front-running duo pulled well away 
from the pack as they headed for the 
National. Wayne Rainey wound up 
third in front of Lars Trulson. 

The battle for the last two spots in 
the National saw Ted Davidson jump 
out in front ahead of Horton Racing/ 
KK Supply's Steve Morehead. More- 
head wanted those Winston Pro points 
and took the lead. Davidson passed 
Morehead back as they came onto the 
infield but Morehead muscled his way 
inside in a tight left hander and David- 
son was left with no place to go. David- 
son bent his brake pedal in the follow- 
ing right hander and when he came 
into the next corner, “1 couldn't find 
my brake pedal and when I did, I hit 
too hard and it was gone." Morehead 
steamed along in front to the checkered 
with Mickey Fay keeping him honest 
from second. Buddy Robinson finished 
third. 


Honda Junior Invitational 


Yamaha's Jim Filice took the hole- 
shot on his Mert Lawwill-tuned 
'TT500, but soon the order shaped up 
to: be Jeff McDaniel leading on a 
factory Honda XR500, followed by 
Filice, Sal Hoffman (Yam) and Craig 
Scroggins (Hon). McDaniel had 
worked up a healthy lead by mid-race, 
but in the closing laps, Filice started to 
close. Finally, on the white flag lap, 
Filice jammed by as they entered the 
infield and went on to win. McDaniel 
took second while Scroggins edged 
Hoffman for third. 


Trophy Race 

The first Trophy Dash start was red- 
flagged after a rider was left on the 
line, Wayne Rainey's holeshot effort 
was for naught. On the second try 








Tom Berry (Tri) took the lead in front 
of Buddy Robinson, Keith Day and 
Rainey. Rainey was up to second a lap 
later. Soon Berry dropped back in the 
pack as Day and Lars Trulson began 
to argue over third. The argument be- 
came one over second place a few laps 
later when Rainey pulled off the track 
with apparent mechanical difficulties. 
Robinson, sponsored by Budweiser, 
pulled off an easy win followed by 
Trulson and Day. Steve Powell finished 
fourth. 


National 


Steve Eklund used up much of his 
two-minute allowance to get his bike 
ready, but made it to the line in time 
and the 16-man field was ready to go. 
Alex Jorgensen, Mike Kidd and Jay 
Springsteen led the pack into the first 
corner, but Jorgy went wide in the first 
infield left hander, went over a berm 
on the edge of the corner and lost five 
spots. Kidd took over the lead, but 
Springsteen passed him on the half 
mile portion of the course to lead it 
across the line ahead of Kidd, Jeff 
Haney and Scott Pearson. 

Kidd went by Springer on the en- 
trance to the infield, and with the ex- 
ception of one brief probe by Springer, 
would lead the race for the reamining 
24 laps. The rear of the field was 
brought up by Scott Parker, who suf- 
fered a mild slide out in turn two. 

Behind the front running four, Ricky 
Graham, Jorgensen, Gary Scott and 
Mickey Fay were having at it with an 
eye towards the leaders. 

Graham was the first to break into 
the top four, getting by Pearson on the 
fifth lap, and then taking Haney on 
the following go around. The eighth 
lap order read Kidd, Springsteen, 
Graham, Haney, Jorgensen апа 
Pearson. 





The ninth circuit saw Graham pass 
Springsteen for second and the be- 
ginning of the 10th saw Jorgy's efforts 
hit rough water in turn two. “I missed 
a gear and couldn't slow down. I was 
too close to the haybales, so I laid it 
down instead of hitting head on," said 
Jorgensen after the race. He remounted 
and continued, assured of points be- 
cause the Scott brothers were already 
out of the race; Hank with a flat tire, 
and Gary with unknown difficulties. 


The halfway point found Kidd with 
a good lead over Graham, Springsteen, 
Pearson, Fay, Haney, Randy Goss and 
Brad Hurst. 

Lap 15 saw Fay set up Pearson, 
whose good motor broke in practice 
and forced him to use an older one (“It 
didn't have a flywheel on the crank, so 
it was kind of hard to ride," said Scott 
later). Lap 16 saw Fay in front of 
Pearson and looking for Springsteen. 
Four laps was all it took for Fay to 
find, and pass, him. 

With five- laps remaining in the 
race, the order read Kidd, Graham, 
Fay, Springsteen, Pearson and Haney. 
Three laps later the finishing order 
was set as Fay got by Graham for the 
runner-up position. 


"About 10 laps into the race, I looked 
back and they were quite a ways back, 
so I unzipped my leathers and tried to 
stay cool and calm and not make any 
mistakes," said Kidd after the race. 
“It’s neat to win a TT because I've al- 
ways been good on the miles, half mile 
and short tracks, but never the TT. I 
made a switch this year (to Honda and 
Triumph TT bikes) and tried to put a 
program together that's competitive, 
and I think I've done it now." 


Fay, who'd come off a third row 
start to take second, was asked where 
he made up most of his time. "I think 





the tight infield just before the jump is 
where I made up most of my times. 
From there and coming inside on the 
big corner past the jump, I picked up 
a lot of time because I could see myself 
coming up on them," replied Mickey. 

Behind the two Hondas in the finish- 
ing order were two Harleys, the Tex 
Peel machine of Graham and Spring- 
steen's factory bike. Pearson, finishing 
his first TT this year, took fifth in 
front of Haney. Haney's sixth place 
finish puts him 10 points up on the 
nearest rookie, fellow Honda rider 
Freddie Spencer. 

Brad Hurst finished seventh, fol- 
lowed by Rick Hocking, Randy Goss 
and Steve Morehead. Mike Minnig, 
Scott Parker, and Alex Jorgensen filled 
the 11-13 slots, and getting one point 


for 14th after pulling off midway - 


through the race was Steve Eklund. 
Asked what went wrong, Eklund said, 
“It’s a new bike. No time, no money.” @

Grossi, Gerig grab CMC 
Four-stroke Championship

CARLSBAD, CA, JULY 20 


A short break in the National motocross scene 
provided the chance for several riders to take 
part in the Continental Moto-sports Club Four- 
stroke Championships, sponsored by the Horse- 


power Factory and Pro Lube by 
Wax Research. Yamaha-mounted 
Bill Grossi scored the Open Pro 
win and majority of the $1200 


purse while David Gerig on a Honda 
won the 500cc Pro class. Both campaign 
Huskys on the National circuit. 

Most of Carlsbad Raceway’s USGP 
track was used and graded for this 
event. In addition to the two Pro 
classes, 10 Sportsman classes were con- 
tested, from Minis to Sidecars and Old 
Timers. Wooden plaques with valves 
from a 351 c.i.d. Chevy.and contin- 
gencies went to the winners. 


500cc Pro 


The first moto belonged exclusively 
to David Gerig on the Horsepower 
Factory Honda. After the first turn, no 
one came close to him. 

Honda-mounted Doug Boyd was sec- 
ond for a while, but went down hard 
on the downhill on lap two putting 
him out for the day. Pete Eunice, also 
on a Honda, clipped Boyd's bike 
which sent him sprawling also. 
Though out of the moto, he was able 
to return for the second round. 

Lance Moorewood put his Suzuki 


into second at that point and 
remained there to the finish. 

The battle of the race was for third. 
Bill Keefe kept his Suzuki there for the 
first seven laps. In fourth and moving 
slowly up was Lee “Damage” Ramage 
on a Horsepower Factory KLX, a 
246cc midget among the 500cc 
monsters which clearly lacked power 
in comparison. 

By the halfway point, Ramage was 
just behind and waiting to get by while 
Kenny Sisler, on a BP. Racing/Aberg 
Yamaha, was within striking distance 
of Ramage. 

With four laps to go, Ramage found 
the opportunity and winged it past 
Keefe. Once he got by, however, 
“Damage” was unable to open up a 
gap between himself and Keefe. 

On the white flag lap, Keefe blasted 
by on the uphill, snatching third back. 
Ramage kept it dialed, though, and 
just before the drop off as they headed 
toward the checkered, he slipped under- 
neath Keefe and squeezed by. 

In the second moto, Gerig again 
had the lead by the first turn with 
Moorewood and Ramage in tow. He 
clipped a haybale, though, dropping 





him several places and snapping the 
rear brake pedal off. 


While Moorewood and Ramage led 
the first few laps, Gerig busied himself 
by getting back to the front of the 
pack. He flew past several riders on the 
downhill for third at the end of two 
laps. 

After shutting down а passing 
attempt by Ramage, Moorewood's bike 
began coughing and sputtering as they 
began lap three. The Suzuki rider re- 
tired a lap later with a split tank that 
was allowing gas to spill on the air 
filter, effectively choking the engine. 
"I thought I had the championship in 
the bag," he said afterward, "but 
that's racing." 

The put Ramage in the lead, but it 
was only for a short while as Gerig was 
right behind and there was no way the 
KLX was going to hold off the 500. 


The inevitable happened a lap later 
and Gerig rode away with the win. 
Ramage held off Sisler for third with 
Keith Petrangelo on а CCM and 
Eunice trailing them in. 


Open Pro 

"Rocket" Rex Staten, on a TT500 
punched out to 600cc, led the pack out 
of turn one with Gerig and Franks 
Honda-mounted Jeff Jennings 
booming behind him. Gerig went by 





Staten on the downhill to lead the first 
lap. Following were Jennings, Bill 
Grossi on a 600cc BP Racing/Aberg 
Yamaha and Australian Stephen Gall 
on another Franks Honda. 


Grossi was on the gas, picking off 
Jennings on the downhill on lap two 
and then Staten the following lap. 

Staten said later, "I've never been 
passed on the downhill before, but I 
was going down and (motioning with 
his hand) they went by so I thought, 
‘Damn, Rex, you got it in reverse?” 

Grossi ducked under Gerig in Rattle- 
snake Gulch but got passed back as 
they exited. Going into the corner at 
the bottom of the downhill on lap five, 
Grossi slammed into the berm on the 
outside a little ahead of Gerig, and 
bounced off, taking Gerig's line and 
forcing the Honda pilot to shut things 
down momentarily. 

Grossi took it in the rest of the way 
despite a broken front wheel. Jennings 
also passed Gerig to finish second. 
Staten, hampered by poor gearing and 
bars which kept falling, was a close 
fourth followed by Gall and Danny 
Turner on a four-speed version of 
Grossi's BP Racing bike. 

Staten got the holeshot in the second 
moto with the rest of the first moto 
players — Gerig, Grossi апа Jennings 
— quickly falling in behind.

At the end of the first lap, though, 
Jennings was at the front of a tightly- 
packed, four-man freight train, Gerig, 
Grossi and Staten hanging on close be- 
hind. 

Grossi waited a couple of laps before 
slipping past Gerig before the uphill, 
then went under Jennings in the scor- 
ing tower sweeper on lap five. After 
that, it was another jaunt to the check- 
ers, though his rear suspension packed 
up during the final two laps allowing 
Jennings to close it up a bit. 

Staten gassed it by Gerig for third in 
the downhill stretch after Rattlesnake 
four laps from the end to seal third 
overall. Gall and Turner again ran 5- 
6. e.

qualify for World Cup Finals in Poland

VOJENS, DENMARK, JULY 5 


America rode through to the finals of the 
World Team Cup, finishing second behind 
England by just one point. England scored 33 
points, America took 32, with last year’s 


winners Denmark on 25 points, 
and Sweden with only 5. 

On a rain-soaked track at 
Vojens, Denmark, both the top 
two teams gave a scintillating display 
of speedway racing to go onto the 
finals to be held in Poland in 
September. This was the first 
appearance of an American team, 
unlike the winners of this round, 
England, who won the cup in 1977 by 
beating Poland, Czechoslovia and 
Sweden. 

Had America not had its share of 
hard luck before and after the meeting 
they probably would have come away 
being the top scorers. Scott Autrey 
blew his number one engine in 
practice and suffered machine 
problems during the meet. Dennis 
Ѕіраіоѕ took а fall in one race, 
although he remounted and finished 
third for one point, being only three 
riders left in the race, and reserve 
back-up man Kelly Moran also had a 
fall. 

Odd man out was Bruce Penhall 
although he top scored with 11 points, 
he cost the team the honor of being 
Inter-Continental Team Champions 
by being beat in the last race by the 
man very much in form at the 
moment, England’s Dave Jessup, who 


happened to score a 12 point 
maximum. Bruce said they had 
already qualified so it wasn't that 
important to win. 


Fifth member of the American 
team, Bobby Schwartz had an 
unhappy night points-wise, scoring 
three points from three rides. He 
found the track not to his liking as did 
the other Jawa-mounted riders, mainly 
due to the rain which had been falling 
all day. 

The downpour caused the start to 
be delayed for an hour, with cries from 
the England camp for a postponment 
going unheeded. 

Heat four saw England and 
America tying on nine points each, 
while Denmark was on four. Former 
World Champion Peter Collins lifted 
England by beating Ole Olsen in heat 
three, and by the halfway stage, 
England led with 17, America 16 and 
Denmark 10. 

England continued to triumph and 
by heat 13 were five ahead of America, 
who were in turn four ahead of Cup 
holders Denmark. 


America came back to square things 
up by the penultimate heat to level the 
scores on 30 points, both at this stage 
having qualified, with Denmark 
trailing on 24 points.

LONDON, ENGLAND, JUNE 29 
The Commonwealth Final 
brings together the nine top 
qualifiers from the British final 
and the seven top from the 
Australian round of the World 
Indvidual Speedway Championship to 
contest for the top nine places to 
qualify for the Inter-Continental 
round. There the top two riders from 
the American final — Bruce Penhall 
and Scott Autrey — race their next 
stage of the championship. 

The nine qualifiers are Dave Jessup, 
John Louis, Ivan Mauger, Mike Lee, 
John Davis, Mitch  Shirra, Chris 
Morton, Billy Saunders and Peter 
Collins. Along with Penhall and 
Autrey, they are also joined by the five 
from the Continental Final (consisting 
of riders from the Scandinavian 
coutries). 

From the Inter-Continental Final, 
the top 10 riders go through to the 
world final at Gothenberg, Sweden on 
September 5. The host nation is 
allowed to seed into the final their top 
rider, Jan Anderssen, who along with 
the 10 from the Inter-Continental final, 


are joined by the top five riders from 
the European final, consisting of riders 
from the Eastern communist 
countries. 

Penhall and Autrey should have no 
problem in qualifying for the final, 
Autrey having raced in two previous 
finals; Poland in 1976 and England in 
1978; in contrast to Penhall who bids 
for his first show. Penhall’s form 
continues to make him the superstar 
he deserves to be since leaving 
California. Bruce has said second to 
the World Final, he so desperately 
wants to win the U.S. National ` 
Championship. Seems that Mike Bast 
has held that one too long. 


Speedway bits and pieces 
Bruce Penhall and Steve Gresham bid 
for a place in the long track final by 
competing in the semi in Yugoslavia in 
August. Bobby Schwartz jetted in 
from England July 15 to race at 
Ventura, San Bernadino and Ascot. 
July 20 sees Shawn Moran back in 
California for a week, followed by his 
brother Kelly оп August 5. А week 
later, Dennis Sigalos returns for a 
week. Bruce Penhall returns in 
September for his brother's wedding, 
hopefully as World Champion. Sigalos 
qualified for the final of the European 
Junior Championship by winning his 
round in Italy. Last year the title went 
to Ron Preston. Lance King arrived in 
England a couple of weeks ago only to 
be denied permission to ride from the 
AMA, however, the authorities have re- 
lented, and Lance takes part in a couple 
of meets before returning to race in 
the national qualifiers. Keith Chrisco 
is also penciled-in to join Penhall later 
in the season.

In the early era of dirt biking, real motorcycles 
were generally big British twins or singles. And, 
they were four-strokes (in case you don't re- 
member). However, Greeves and Husky (two- 


strokes) made their debut, in ex- 
tremely tiny quantities at first, 
and the pendulum began to 
swing with increasing speed until 
the only bike to have in the dirt was a 
two-stroke. 

The pendulum now appears to be 
swinging back due to tightening EPA 
regulations. All four of the big 
Japanese companies now have good 
dirt-going thumpers. It is even rumored 
that Husky is developing a four-stroke. 

The many thousands who have 
grown up on two-strokes, though, 
believe there is no such thing as a 
light, fast, good-handling four-stroke 
dirt bike. 

Nonsense. 





Four strokes can get around in the 
dirt quite well. Granted, there are 
many modifications that must be done 
in order to get a thumper pared down 
and going quickly. And many of these 
mods require hand-fabricating items 
or losing the four-stroke's reputation 
for reliability. 

Enter the Horsepower Factory. 

Located in Encinitas, CA, just up 
the coast from San Diego, HPF opened 
their doors recently with Malcolm 
McCassy and Tom Siegel at the helm. 
Their goal? To produce and sell items 
for the Honda XRs (from the 185 up) 
and Kawasaki's KLX that would make 
them fast, good-handling and reliable. 
Replica racers utilizing the whole bag 
of tricks would also be available. 





They are no strangers to the perfor- 
mance game. McCassy was associated 
for several years with the Flying Machine 
Factory which Honda went to for 
engine work on their factory moto- 
crossers. He has dabbled in both cars 
and bikes since high school and seems 
to run 100 miles an hour himself, per- 
haps a characteristic of his work that 
has rubbed off on him. 

“I wanted to do one of these (fast 
thumpers) when the first four strokes 
came out. I wanted to build something 
that was quick and dependable. My 
whole concept is to go 10...20,000 
miles." 

His philosophy was "...something 
along the line that big zsn't better. You 
don't need to go to 6,000cc." 

He also wanted all the pieces he sold 
to fit properly, something he feels is 
overlooked in many cases. "We want 
to be able to sell it (the HPF product 
line) to the kid in Kansas who doesn't 
want to fool around with things that 
don't fit." 

For example, "We've been doing 
fork swaps for years so it's no sweat but 











if a guy gets all these pieces in the mail 
(from another firm) and the forks 
grind in the steering head, then what? 
Who's he gonna ask? 

“If he calls such-and-such a place 
and asks them what cam works with 
what carburetion, are they gonna be 
able to tell him? Probably not. 

"We've done a lot.of R&D and 
found out what works.” 

Starting with engine hop-up, McCassy 
didn't want to use any sandcast, die- 
cast or forged pistons, only factory 
pistons. The reason for this is he feels 
that the factory OEM pistons have 
more silicone and аге more 
compatible with the cylinders, expand- 
ing at the same rate as the engines heat 
up. 

"For instance, after a lot of looking 
and checking, he found that a Honda 
CL350 piston would fit the XR185 
cylinder after a Imm overbore that 
brought the displacement to 190cc: 
The piston did have to be modified for 
different clearances and other HPF re- 
quirements, so don't just drop one into 
your 185 cylinder. 


McCassy also developed a special 
aluminum intake manifold for the 
32mm Mikuni to get just the right 
powerband he was after on the 185. 
He tried 37 different pipes before 
settling on the one he felt was best. 
The stock cams are reground using the 
same duration and lift but the lobes 
are relocated to HPF specs. 

About the only things used that will 
be available from other distributors 
are S&W valve springs and Super 
Trapp silencers, though the 500 uses 
the stock head pipes which produced 
the most power. 

Much of the engine development 
work was done on a dyno where 
McCassy reported a sizeable increase 
over stock horsepower from the 185, 
double stock horsepower from the 
KLX and 45 rear wheel horsepower on 
the XR500 (10 more than stock across 
the board and more than the Honda 
performance kit). 

When it came to getting the bikes to 
handle, McCassy turned to C&J for his 
Replica Racer frames and Moto-X 
Fox and Ohlins for suspension. He had 
C&] build the frames to his specs and 
will use (and sell) Fox Factory Forx 
and Shox, though Ohlins will be avail: 
able for the rear if the customer desires. 


The frames utilize the engine as a 
stressed member which both lowers the 
center of gravity and reduces unneces- 
sary weight. There is 12” of travel 
front and rear with a banana 
swingarm keeping the seat height sur- 
prisingly low. He stayed away from 
aluminum swingarms because of some 
bad experiences with them. 

Sun rims, eight-gauge Buchanan 
spokes and CR250 hubs (the 185 uses a 
stock XR rear hub) provide strong 
bases for the Metzeler tires. On the 
500, '79 CR250 
fenders are used. 

McCassy estimated the weight of his 
Replica Racers to be about 210 Ibs. for 
the 185 and approximately 240 for the 
500. 

The KLX looked almost stock. 
McCassy admitted that it might be the 
best way to go for a guy who doesn't 
want to sink too much into a thumper 
playbike. He set his up with 1980 
KX250 forks and piggyback Ohlins. 
Engine work includes a 34mm Mikuni 
on a HPF manifold, an HPF cam, 
11.3:1 compression ratio due in part 
to a reworked Honda CB500T piston 
and a larger head pipe. Dyno tests 
showed the stock silencer produced the 
most horsepower so it is retained. 

As the old saying goes, however, the 
proof of the pudding is in the eating 
and when McCassy offered CN the 
chance to ride the bikes at Carlsbad 
for a few hours, we jumped at it. Since 
an XR250 Replica Racer hadn't been 


tanks, seats and

completed, we rode the 185, the KLX 
and the 500. 

The 185 felt light and quite slim. 
Blowing across ruts and other teeth- 
gritting, white-knuckle obstacles be- 
comes much less fearsome than tackling 
the same stuff with less suspension. 
The front end seemed to track and 
steer well in all kinds of turns with the 
back following suit. 

Though the engine braking is fairly 
strong, the rear brake could stand to 
be stronger. The cable-operated XR 
hub just doesn’t seem to do a very 
satisfactory job, though the front 
works okay. 

In the motivating department, we 
found that the engine isn’t peaky like a 
two-stroke but seems to produce good 
power almost everywhere. Naturally, 
it helps to keep it revved to go fastest, 
but there isn’t а sudden snap where it 
comes on the pipe (cam, in this case) 
like a two-stroke. 

However, it does share a common 
affliction with other four strokes. It’s 
necessary to turn the throttle on rela- 
tively slowly at low rpm or the motor 
simply bogs and falls flat on its face. 
McCassy is aware of the problem and 
says, "We're gonna experiment with 
the new Mikuni that has an accelerator 
pump and see if we can't get rid of that 
flat spot." He's confident the pump 
will cure the problem. 

One little thing that bugged us was 
the shift lever which stuck out too far 
for us. 

So how does it compare to a 125cc 
two stroke? We didn't have one with us 
to make a head-to-head comparison 
but the 185 feels more tractable 
though it may lack in absolute horse- 
power. While not the hot set-up for a 
Pro motocrosser, it could be a competi- 
tive Junior or even Intermediate-class 
bike depending on track conditions. 
Enduro riders should find it to be a 
fine mount. 

The KLX was noticeably heavier 
than the 185, but not objectionably so. 
The power was good, though a 250cc 
two-stroke would undoubtedly snuff it. 
However, it wasn’t intended to be a 
killer racer, just a better-than-average, 
reliable playbike. 

Though the KX forks didn’t possess 
the same degree of plushness that the 
Fox Forx did, they were still quite 
good in rough stuff. No one complained 
about the handling or braking in our 
short time on it. The shift lever does 
seem to stick out too much, like on the 
185, though. 

Another characteristic of the 185 it 
shares is the low rpm bogging and lack 
of two-stroke snap. This makes it more 
difficult to loft the front end, though 
there is no problem over jumps. 

We approached the 500 with caution. 
However, it surprised us right off the 
bat by being easy to start thanks to 
Honda’s built-in compression release. 
Also, the right footpeg bracket is U- 
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single cammer that's wrapped in a KX-based chrome 
moly motocross frame. It's 233 Ibs. light, and glides 
on leading-axle air forks, gas reservoir shocks and a 
forged-aluminum I-beam swingarm. Kawasaki tosses 
in — absolutely free — the factory Hi-Performance 
Kit that includes high-lift cam, power pipe and a 
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factory Hi-Performance Kit. Free" for a tough deal ona tough thumper. And a $199.95 
You always wanted a 4-stroker that pulled hard head start on the competition.

shaped and allows you to kick the lever 
through a full stroke without banging 
to a shocking stop against the peg half- 
way through the arc. It’s a feature 
more bikes should have. 


The thing that continually amazed 
us about the 500 was its abundant 
power which should more than match 
the Open class two-stroke guns. It 
really made the bike fun to ride. The 
bogging of the smaller motors is absent 
in the 500. There also seemed to be 
plenty of responsive power available at 
all times to aviate the front end when 
desired. 





Over gnarly terrain, the 500 was every 
bit as plush as its little brother, though 
when pushed to Pro speeds, it shook its 
head. Time didn’t permit us to play 
with the different fork settings that 
should eliminate that quirk. 

Throwing the bike through corners, 
be they hairpins, bermed or sweepers, 
proved to be no big chore. Both brakes 
worked well and no, the shift lever 
didn't stick out. The big bike was prob- 
ably our favorite. 

So what will all this thumping 
material cost? Well, it won't be cheap; 
fast four-strokes (fast anything, for 





that matter) never are. But you can 
„ bet they'll be well thought-out, depend- 
able and competitive. For example, 
local Pro David Gerig took the 500 to 
Hangtown four days after we rode it 
and won the four-stroke invitational 
race there. It was the first time the 
bike had been raced. 


We didn’t get a chance to test how 
waterproof any of the bikes are, but 
McCassy says they've all been through 
a number of high-pressure car washes 
with no ill effects. If you plan on doing 
much aquacycling, though, you may 
wash to modify the still airbox a bit. 


One complete HPF 500cc Replica 
Racer will ро for a good sum — 
$4500. The 185 will sell for around 
$4200. An engine package for your 
500 will be in the neighborhood of 
$465 while $360 will pump your 185 
up to HPF specs.

The Suzuka Eight Hour 


By Wes Cooley 


Wes Cooley teamed with Mike Baldwin to win the 1978 Suzuka Eight Hour 
Endurance Race at Suzuka City, Japan, in front of a crowd of 70,000. The pair 
rode a Yoshimura Suzuki Superbike and annihilated the vaunted European Honda 
endurance teams, including reigning Endurance World Champions Christian 


Leon and Jean Claude Chemarin. 


The irony of that is that Cooley and Baldwin weren't considered a threat--the 
organizers didn't even include their pictures in the program. Of course, nobody 
expected the Moriwaki Kawasaki team of Kiwi Graeme Crosby and Australian 
Tony Hatton to finish third, nor David Emde and a Japanese rider to finish second 
оп a TZ750, with Emde setting fast time in qualifying. 

You see, Suzuka Circuit is owned by Honda. Honda RSC is located in the track 
infield, part of a giant amusement complex called Hondaland, in a city that is 


essentially a Honda factory town. 


Honda retaliated for the 1978 slap in the face by mounting a massive assault on 
Suzuka last year, flying in Hatton and Mick Cole, David Aldana and Dale 
Singleton, Englishmen Alex George and Ron Haslam to ride RCBs. Cooley teamed 
with Ron Pierce and had nothing but problems with the prototype Yoshimura 
Suzuki F-1 bike, and no other Americans started the race. Hatton and Cole won, 


George and Haslam finishing second. 


Suzuka 1980 happens July 27. The U.S.A. will be represented by Cooley, Richard 


Schlachter, Davi 


Aldana, David Emde, Marty Lunde, Gina Bovaird, Freddie 


Spencer, Ron Pierce, Jeff Haney, Eddie Lawson and John Ulrich. All the hot 
European teams will be there, as well as every Japanese rider eligible. Here, Cooley 
tells what it's like to race at Suzuka, his stragety, and his predictions. 


Po Yoshimura initiated it 
all in 1978, when he asked 
if I'd like to race at Suzuka with 
Mike Baldwin. Suzuka being in 
Japan, it’s pretty much Pops’ home 
territory. We had run the 1978 
Ontario Six Hour--I rode with Ron 
Pierce and Gary Fisher--and went 
fairly well. And Suzuka is just like 
Ontario. It may be an eight-hour, but 
it’s exactly like Ontario. It's not an 
endurance race. It's more of a sprint 
race. A long sprint race is what it 
really comes down to. 

At a 24 hour endurance race you 
have to set up a pace that you want to 
work by. Maybe you're able to turn a 2 
minute 20 second lap, and in the race 
you drop back to 2:24 just to save the 
engine. But in an eight hour that’s not 
really necessary. In the six and eight- 
hour races you get on the motorcycle 
and you go as hard and as fast as you 
can for your hour and 15 minutes or 
whatever--however long your session 
is--and then you rest for the hour and 
15 minutes that your co-rider does, 
and then you get back on the bike and 
go as hard and as fast as you can 
again. 

In 1978 we had a lot of problems. 
The Suzuki Superbike we rode was 
brand new that year and we had 
clutch problems. Practice started on 
Tuesday at Suzuka and by Saturday 
we had gone through eight clutch 
assemblies. Suzuki kept trying to fix 
the problem building entire new 
clutches, making them better each 
time. But it was really good that we 
even qualified second, because we'd 
go three or four laps and end up doing 
in the clutch and we'd have to change 
it. 

We figured that we'd do four or five 
laps in the race and the clutch would 
go again. But Suzuki put together a 
clutch right before the last practice 
before the start of the race, and it 
worked really fine. We started the 
race, and it went as smooth as glass 
except for a front axle holder bolt that 
I snapped off with an air wrench 
during a wheel change, but we fixed 
that. I rode a couple of easy laps while 
the pit crew ground down one side of a 
spare clamp, so that what was left of 
the bolt would stick out and we could 
thread a nut on. I pitted again, they 
changed the clamp and it worked. 

Now last year we started out with 
the new frames and everything and it 
was more difficult. 1 wish we had 


ridden the Superbike last year, 
because the new frame just wasn't 
right. They were trying to get us as 
competitive as we were the year before 
and it wasn’t working. 

Plus the 1979 race was more 
competitive. Honda got beat in 1978 
and that really put it to em, so in 1979 
they had something like five teams on 
RCBs and they hired a lot of riders, 
and even Kawasaki had gotten 
interested and entered a couple of 
monoshock 1000cc four strokes. 

Then another thing that hampered 
us was the fact that in these long 
endurance races--these long sprint 
races--you have to have a teammate 
who is real compatible with you. What 
I mean is that you have to have 
compatible riding styles, positioning of 
the handlebars, clutch and brake 
levers, seating position, stuff like that. 
Mike Baldwin and I меге real 
compatible in 1978, and if I liked 
something, he liked it too. And if he 
liked something and 1 tried it, I 
usually ended up liking it too, which 
made it really good. 

I rode with Ron Pierce last year, 
and while I like Ron a lot and he's a 
really good rider, we weren't 
compatible. Something I might like, 
he wouldn't want to ride. Like I'd set 
up the suspension and he wouldn't 
particularly like it, or it wouldn't work 
for him. 

In these endurance sprint races, you 
have to have two riders whose times 
are really competitive and close. An 
example of that is that at this year's 
Ontario six hour, my teammate Rich 
Schlachter got to California on the 
Friday night before the race and had 
never ridden the bike before. It came 
to Saturday practice and Nabe 
(Suehiro Watanabe, chief Yoshimura 
R&D mechanic) wanted me to set the 
motorcycle up, because I was already 
used to it. They had me on it more 
than Rich, which I think was wrong. 
When we got down to tracing, Rich's 
times were a minimum of three or four 
seconds slower than mine were per lap. 
So everything I might make up in my 
stint, he would more or less drop it 
back. a little bit when he rode his 
action. That's why you have to have 
two people who are really close in lap 
times, so one's not making up extra 
time just to have it given away by the 
next rider. 

At Suzuka last year I had the same 
problem. Ron's times were about five 
seconds slower than mine were, four or 





five seconds. It just doesn't work. It's 
just really hard to race knowing that 
you'll be making up time just to jump 
off and have the other guy lose it for 
you. It kind of does you in. But I'm not 
trying to fault anybody, because 
everybody tried hard. In 1979 the 
frame wasn't right, it was all thrown 
together at the last minute. We had 
problems from tire selection and they 
were trying to put together a 
crankshaft that would last 24 hours, 
and that's what we ended up breaking 
since they used too hard a material 
and it got brittle. 

But his year I'm riding with Graeme 
Crosby and he's obviously very fast. He 
had pole position at Suzuka last year, 
and in '78 he qualified right behind 
me by only a couple of 10th of a 
second. I think that'll make a good 
team. I don't ride any race that I don't 
think I can win--I have to have that 
kind of attitude. Crosby and I are 
definitely going to be in the hunt. He's 
a good rider, he's consistent, and he's 
strong. 1 feel good. This year's been 
going really good for me, and that's 
one thing that's helping me. Every 
time І race, I feel really good. Yes, 
Crosby can win this race, very easily. I 
know that Freddie Spencer had a kind 
of long look on his face when he heard 
that Crosby was going to ride with me 
instead of Rich, as was originally 
planned. 

If everything goes smoothly for us, it 
should be no problem. Our strategy 
will be to just go out there and race 
hard. You do have to consider tire 
wear. And I can already see some 
conflicts because I like to use 
Goodyears--I like that particular type 
of tire--and Crosby runs Dunlops. He 
doesn't like the Goodyears. I think the 
Goodyear with А21 compound will 
probably go four hours. I think you 
have to set the motorcycle up where it 
will go flat out for eight hours, and if 
that takes using a little harder tire, 
then do so. Because one small mistake 
will put you out of the winning spot. 
Just something like throwing a chain 
or something ridiculous like that. 


I think tire wear is not going to be a 
big problem because you have to 
change the rear tire for sure. Brake 
pad wear was been a problem at 
Suzuka in the past. In '78 when Mike 
and I won, we were extremely close to 
having no front brakes at the finish: 
They were almost down to the pads, 
metal-to-metal contact. We've got 
good brakes now. It's just a matter of 
getting a pad that will hold up for the 
eight hours of real hard braking. 
Suzuka is a fast course, but there are 
still quite a few places where you're 
really on the brakes pretty hard. 


Yeah an eight hour race is just flat 
out, a long sprint race. You just have 
to ride them hard and hope you don't 
have anything go wrong. In a 24-hour 
race you can have something go wrong 
and you've got 24 hours to make it up. 
But in eight hours you can't get away 
with anything. Everything has to go 
real smooth. 

One thing that will make this year's 
race a little harder is the new rule 
requiring an alternator. I was talking 
to Fujio Yoshimura and he said that 
the bike will probably weigh about 35 
pounds more than what mine does 
now, which is quite a bit more but I 
don't think that it will be that much of 
a hinderance to us. 


The alternator will be sticking out 
on the left side, so I guess we'll have to 
just hang off the seat farther. I don't 
know. I've had problems with ground 
clearance. I seem to more or less throw 
a motorcycle into a corner instead of 
just kind of peeling off and letting it 
ride in real easy, and my style lends 
itself to let me drag the case and stuff. 
So it's something we'll have to work 
around. 





Suzuka is real hot and humid, but J] 
haven't really been doing any special 
preparations for the race. Atlanta wa: 
really hot and sticky, pretty much like 
Japan is. But I didn't have any 
problems at Atlanta until I stopped. 
When I'm riding the motorcycle, I'm 
OK. I mean, I'm not but I can still 
function and everything. But as soon 
as I come to a stop, it just builds up on 
me real quick and I usually have to sit 
in the shower or something to get my 
body temperature back down. 

The competition this year will be 
tough. All the Europeans are coming, 
including Leon and Chemerin. Now, 
if this were a 24-hour race, I could 
name a lot of people that I think could 
be real competitive and be a real 
threat and a real problem. But this 
being an eight-hour definitely changes 
this thing around. It's a sprint гасе, 
and as far as I'm concerned I think 
that Crosby and I will be as fast, if not 
faster, than anybody else there. So as 
long as we have everything work 
smooth for eight hours, we should win 
it. I think that a lot of Americans are 
going to be running up front, and let's 
take a look at teams with Americans 
riding. 

Rich Schlachter/Mick Cole-- 
Yoshimura Suzuki 

I think that Rich and Mick will be 
real competitive, within the top five or 
six at least. The only disadvantage 
that they'll have is that neither one of 
them has ever ridden the motorcycle 
before. Mick rode Suzuka last year, 
and he won. What more can you say? 
He was real consistent, and bis 
partner, Tony Hatton was consistent. 
They weren't the fastest. But then 
again, that doesn't always necessarily 
pay off. You have to be real consistent. 

Richard is going to be competitive. 
He has ridden a four-stroke before, so 
it's nothing like getting off his Yamaha 
and getting onto something that he's 
never ridden. He rode the Kawasaki 
Superbikes last year. It's just a matter 
of those riders being compatible and 
seeing how well they can ride the 
motorcycled. 

I think that Graeme and 1 will be 
able to out-ride Rich and Mick, but 
then again, consistency can pay off 
and it's just something that you have to 
see how it goes. Everybody can ride 
just as fast as the other person on any 
given day. It's just a matter of how well 
the team is set up, how they feel. It 
may be a matter of how everybody can 
help them get used to the bike. Pops is 
pretty good at that. He understands 
and knows what to do if you tell him 
that the motorcycle is doing this or 
that to you. Pops understands what's 
going on and has a good chance of 
making it right for you. 


David Aldana/David Етае-- 
Castre/Moriwaki Kawasaki 

David Aldana has been going really 
fast lately. He's had a few bad 
moments on the track, but he has been 
going real quick. Then again, neither 
Aldana or Emde have ridden the 
motorcycle that they'll be riding. It 
will be a whole new thing for both of 
them, and they usually don't ride bikes 
with alternators, either. As far as I'm 
concerned, David Emde has really 
slacked off the last couple of times that 
I've seen him ride. He really hasn't 
been up to par, not like he was in '78 
when he rode and finished second at 
Suzuka. I don't know what it is. I think 
we all go through it, paying our dues. 

I think that David Aldana will be 
competitive in the beginning of the 
race. But I think that this team will 
have that problem where one rider will 
be going faster than the other, with 
times that aren't perfectly compatible. 
I think that is where David Emde will 
be a little bit of a hinderance. I don't 
know if Emde's times will be as quick 
as Aldana's. They might lose there. 





Eddie Lawson/Gregg Hansford-- 
Factory Kawasaki 

Eddie has really proven himself on 
the four-strokes. And the Kawasakis I 
saw at Suzuka last year were real 
quick. I think that this year they'll 
probably have а little more 
horsepower. They're definitely set up 
real nice. - : 

Hansford, however, I think is going 
to be like a David Emde deterrent to 
Eddie, because Hansford for some 
reason does’t get along with the four 
strokes. He's used to riding the Triples 
and the 250s--two-strokes--so long that 
he has difficulty. I think it kind of 
showed at Daytona, that he couldn't 
really ride the superbike as fast as he is 
capable of or as fast as he could go on 
a 250 or 350. 

Also, when I saw him at Daytona he 
had lost out on that Grand Prix 
Yamaha deal and from what it 
sounded like from him, it didn't seem 
like Kawasaki was putting as much 
into racing as he would like them to. 
So I don't know how thrilled Hansford 
will be to be in Japan to ride this event. 
He may not particularly want to ride 
it. And maybe Kawasaki isn't really 
doing as much for him as he'd like. 
They haven't given him a 500 this year 
as far as I know. 

Lawson's never been to the track. 
Being fair to him, I think that he'll 
qualify in the top seven or eight. It's 
going to be hard to tell. I don't know 
who's going to be going that fast. Like 
last year the Kawasaki was ridden by 
Wada and Kiyohara, and they were 
going real fast. I think they qualified 
in front of us but they always throw it 
away or something like that, so for 
qualifying positions, 1 don't know 
who's going to be on top, or how that 
will relate to the race. There will 
probably be about 10 people all within 
two or three seconds of each other. But 
in the long run, the race, I don't know. 

I think that a better team for 
Kawasaki would have been Aldana 
and Lawson. They both work together 
on the superbikes here. Aldana's been 
through all that about knowing what 
to do to the suspension and set-up. I 
know that a couple of times, like at 
Elkhart and at Loudon, Aldana's 
come in after changing something and 
he's said, "Hey, Eddie, try this." And 
Eddie's tried it and gone out and gone 
a second a lap faster. Then Eddie 
would come in and say, "Yeah, you're 
right, that works good." 

You know, it was something that 
Eddie didn't really know whether it 
would be better and maybe was afraid 
to tell them to change it, but David 
said it would work, and it did work for 
Eddie. So I think that Kawasaki would 
have had a better chance if David and 
Eddie were riding together. David 
could set up the motorcycle for both of 
them. Plus they have both been riding 
the Kawasakis all year and they're used 
to the characteristics of the motorcycle 
as far as the engine and stuff like that. 
But for some reason they picked 
Hansford, and then Lawson. I don't 
know what the deal is. 

Ron Pierce/Freddie Spencer-- 
American Honda RS1000 

I think that Spencer will probably 
be the fastest Honda qualifier. He 
rides the wheels off any motorcycle I've 
seen him get on. But I think that he's 
going to run into the same problem 
that I had with Ron, where Ron's 
maybe three or four seconds a lap 
slower. No matter how they're doing, 
what Freddie makes up for Ron might 
have a tendency to lose a little bit. In 
other words, if they're -running five 
seconds in front of second place, and 
Ron gets on the motorcycle, and if 
Crosby and I have more compatible 
times and we're in second place, then 
we're going to be able to make up the 
distance and pass them. Then it will 
be up to Freddie, which puts more

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pressure on Freddie to make up the 
difference. I think that that kind of 
pressure is one one of the reasons that I 
jumped off in the six-hour. We were 
not sure of our position at the time and 
we were gaining on both the Kawasaki 
and the Honda. I was riding a little bit 
faster. I was just pushing it so hard 
that I took a chance that ended up 
being detrimental, I ran into the back 
of somebody going slow. 

Spencer and Pierce will be a good 
team. Ron's a real good rider. I like 
Ron. But I'm not real worried about 
Spencer and Pierce. They did good at 
the six hour. I was really impressed 
there, but I think that Graeme and I 
will be a good team, too. 

Now, if they had Spencer and 
Haslam together, Га be worried, 
because Haslam went real fast last year 
even after his bike lost two gears, and 
he finished second with just three gears 
left. 


Jeff Haney/Roberto Ріеїгі-- 
American Honda Superbike 


I don't think that Pietri and Haney 
will be in the top of the group. I do 
think that they will put on a good show 
for the spectators. They did pretty 
good at the six-hour, and Roberto has 
a lot of four-stroke experience and 
rides his Superbike better all the time. 
Haney is short on experience--the six 
hour was about his first race on a four- 
stroke that I know of--but has 
potential. 


John Ulrich/Gina Bovaird-- 
Castre/Moriwaki Kawasaki 


Another American team is John 
Ulrich and Gina Bovaird. I don’t think 
that they'll be in the winner's circle at 
the end of the race. But I think that 
fact that Gina's going over is good. I 
have to give her--or any woman-- 
credit for racing motorcycles, since it's 
more or less a man's sport and she 
doesn't do too bad a job at it. I'm sure 
that the Moriwaki Kawasaki that 
theyll be riding will be competitive, 
but Gina is at a terrible disadvantage 
because she has no four-stroke 
experience. She doesn't ride these 
things, and riding a four-stroke is a lot 
different from riding a two stroke. You 
don't just jump on these things and go 
fast. 

I think John will be faster than 
Gina, just because he rides four- 
strokes and he knows what he's doing. 
She doesn't. I know John can ride it, 
no problem. He's had some good rides 
on four-strokes at club races in 
California and he races the AFM Six- 
hour every year. His problem is that he 
is always riding a different bike. He 
has two jobs, one as a reporter for 
Cycle World and one as rider. So he 
does a story on one bike, rides it once 
or twice, writes a story, and the next 
time you see him he's on a totally 
different bike. He never has time to 
learn any one bike 100%, and he's not 
real familar with Moriwaki's latest 
bike, either. Trying to go to Suzuka as 
a racer and also fill in as race reporter 
too will make it difficult --probably 
impossible--to be near the top in the 
race. I mean, I can barely race and 
turn a wrench, let alone have to write 
a story and race too. 

John has been to Suzuka to write a 
test report on Moriwaki's Daytona 
bikes, but he doesn't have too many 
laps. Gina's never seen the track. 

I think that David Emde and David 
Aldana will be Moriwaki's number one 
team for race results. But as far as 
collecting publicity and stuff, John 
and Gina will probably throw a lot of 
that in just because of the nature of 
the team--a reporter and a female. 
Their team will probably be able to 
help out tremendously as far as 
promotion of the race and adding 





interest for the spectators. All the 
spectators will want to see an 
American woman ride and to see how 
good she can do. I'm sure that 
Moriwaki is looking at it as a publicity 
type thing, and then the fact that John 
organized Moriwaki's Daytona effort 
for him and made a lot of 
arrangements for Aldana and Emde at 
this end probably also has a lot to do 
with him riding, plus he's a pretty 
good friend of  Moriwakis I 
understand. 

Gina--like Aldana and Emde--is 
sponsored by Castre gloves for this race 
and John is sponsored by Cycle World. 


Marty Lunde/Mike Trimby-- 
Moriwaki Kawasaki 


Marty Lunde is an American who 
lives in England, and Trimby is an 
Englishman. They've been doing all 
the 24 hour races in Europe and doing 
really good for the equipment they 
ride. I'm not sure but I think that 
they're riding one of Moriwaki's rent- 
a-racers, where they pay a set amount 
and he provides a bike and full 
support for the race. 

Lunde set the Ontario long-course 
lap record at 2:04 back in 1974 on one 
of the original Yamaha TZ700s, a 
record that stood until I went 2:02 in 
1979 on my OW31. But I don't think 
either one, Lunde or Trimby, are 
riding as Fast as they used to. 


Summary 


АП the teams will face the problem 
with traffic. I'm not sure about the 
status of the race this year, but last 
year they allowed 250cc singles. It's a 
big problem, just like they had at 
Ontario this year. There're some 
sections where you have a 30, 40, 50 
mph speed differential. You come up 
on someone who's going that much 
slower, and it's easy for them to 
change their lines. They get radical, 
change their lines, and you're going so 
much faster it makes it hard to not hit 
them. It's something that you have to 
watch out for. I made a mistake at 
Ontario. I wasn't watching out as 
much as I should have been, this slow 
guy changed his line, and I hit him. 
He didn't fall down, but I did. 

I think that there was a 33 second 
difference in qualifying times between 
first and last place at Suzuka last year. 
If you're talking about 160 laps, you're 
talking about passing somebody about 
40 times during the race. That brings 
up the chances of running into 
somebody, especially in the first few 
laps, or maybe even the first hour 
where you have people really trying 
hard and trying to get around a 
somebody or not let somebody get 
away from them. It can cause a 
problem. 

Suzuka is an important race. For me 
it's extremely important to do well 
because I'm riding in front of the 
people who are the motorcycle 
industry, the manufacturers. The top 


people from Honda, Kawasaki, Suzuki . 


and Yamaha are there, watching the 
race. If you can do well at Suzuka, it 
helps, it makes it easier when you 
come back to the United States and 
hae to deal with a manufacturer. 
There is a reference from somebody 
who is higher up, who has horsepower 
at the factory in Japan. 

So for me to do good over there is 
more important than to do good at, 
say, the Match Races or anything on 
that level. 

When we won in 78, it helped Pops 
with Suzuki, and it helped me. If Pops 
is doing good, then I'm doing good. 
He's always taken care of me, so it's 
important for me that we go and win 


this thing. 
And that's exactly what we're going 
to do. °

Mamola 
wins 
BelgianGP

ZOLDER, BELGIUM, JULY 6 
Californian Randy Mamola’s 
first-ever Grand Prix victory 
could not have come at a more 
opportune moment. Following 
his win in the Belgian GP at Zolder, 
the twenty-year-old now lies second in 
the 500cc point standings, just 12 
points down from defending World 
Champion Kenny Roberts, who 
finished third behind Mamola and 
Marco Lucchinelli. 

Riding a works monoshock Suzuki, 
Mamola, after taking the lead on the 
first lap, never looked like being in any 
danger, although Italian Luchinelli, 


after losing valuable time avoiding ` 


fallen teammate Graziano Rossi, set 
the fastest lap in pursuit of the leader. 

Roberts, suffering from handling 
problems on his Yamaha, could only 
claim third spot, in front of New 
Zealander Graeme Crosby who 
produced the best performance of his 
short Grand Prix career. 

"Fantastic" was Mamola's verdict 
after the gruelling, 30-lap battle.: "I 
just hope I can do it again in some of 
the other Grands Prix." 

Crosby steamed into the lead from 
the third row of the grid at the start of 
the race but was relegated to fifth 
place at the end of the fifth lap by 
Mamola, Lucchinelli, Wil Hartog and 
Roberts. 


"I didn't know where to go at the 
first bend with nobody to follow," 
joked the New Zealander. 

Mamola then cleared. off to record 
30 perfect laps at the front of the field 
while the battle raged behind. 


Randy Mamola was understandably happy following his first GP win. 





Dutch TT winner Jack Middelbur, 
crashed on the first lap together wit 
Markku  Matikainen апа Patrick 
Fernandez while Rossi on the fifth lap 
stormed into third place and dived in 
front of teammate Lucchinelli at the 
chicane with dire consequences. r 

Rossi went down, and Lucchinelli, 
taking avoiding action; ran off the 
track into the dirt. He stalled his 
Suzuki's motor and lost five vital places 
and many crucial seconds before 


‘bump starting the machine back into 


life. 

Roberts moved into second place 
with Crosby on his tail after passing 
Hartog, but it was Lucchinelli who 
caught the eye of the crowds and the 
timekeepers' after his earlier incident. 

By third distance he was closing- 
rapidly on Crosby and Hartog and two 
laps later passed them both and had 
Roberts firmly in his sights. He quickly 
closed on the champion and made his 
move, passing him at half distance: 
And Crosby added salt to the wound 
by following suit a couple of laps later. 

American teenager Freddie 
Spencer, making his Grand Prix 
debut, retired with petrol on the rear 
tyre after a start line shunt and 
Venezuelan Johnny Cecotto, after 
being with the leaders in the early 
stages, retired with handling problems 
and a slowing engine. 

Roberts, complaining of handling 
problems with the monoshock of his 
Yamaha, retook Crosby eight laps 
from the finish but with typical cheek 
the Suzuki ace, who celebrated his 
25th birthday a couple of days before 
the race, redressed the balance two 
laps later before finally succumbing to 
the world champion's experience just 
three laps from the finish. 

Hartog was a comfortable fifth in 
front of Franco Uncini but Philip 
Coulon crashed on the penultimate 
lap with oil on his rear tyre. Bernard 
Fau went down on the last lap but 
remounted to finish tenth. On the first 
lap he had his screen and fairing 
damaged when Fernandez crashed. 
Australian Jeff Sayle (Yamaha) was 
another rider to crash, when he fell at 
the chicane, with injury, on lap 21. 

Wes German Toni Mang 
(Kawasaki) looks odds-on to clinch the 
250cc crown after an easy victory in 
the 250cc race. 


| “It was an easy race," explained 
Mang. "Towards the end when I saw 
the German flags I started waving to 
the German fans." 

Before clearing off, Mang was 
involved in a tough battle with Italian 
Gianpaolo Marchetti after overtaking 
early leader Patrick Fernandez. 

The star of the race was Australian 
Graeme Geddes who finished fifth in 
only his second Grand Prix in front of 
Clive Horton who, for the second week 
running, was Britain's highest placed 
solo rider in a Grand Prix. 

Coventrys Tony Head was not so 
lucky and retired when his Yamaha 
holed a piston on the third lap. But he 
was in good company on the 
retirement list with Venezuelan Carlos 
Lavado losing third place on the last 
lap when he roke a crank and Jacques 
Bolle seizing just two laps from the 
finish. 

Mang's nearest challenger in the 
championship table, Thierry Espie, 
Crashed on lap seven and Eric Saul 
retired with front tire problems. 
Australian Graeme McGregor made a 
good start but stopped with a seized 
engine on lap nine. à

At the risk of sounding a bit 
corny, veteran Class “A” racer 
“Mighty Mouse” Paul Orlandi is 
becoming a kind of legend as he 
continues to win not only the Scratch 
Main events, but his Heats and Semi 
events as well. He is undefeated in 
every scratch event he has raced the 
past four Friday evenings of regular 
racing at Cal Expo. To say he has the 
track dialed in is an understatement. 
A Cal Expo regular since 1973 when 
he began racing at the “old” age of 23, 
he is a real crowd favorite. He was Cal 
Expo Track Champion in 1974. 

As the starting gate went up in the 
Scratch Main, it was Orlandi in the 
lead with “Incredible” Eddie Ingels 
second, threatening Orlandi in every 
turn. On lap two, turn three Orlandi 
was down followed by “Flyin’ Mike 
Faria and the race was red flagged by 
ref Ron Day “in the interest of rider 
safety.” 

On the restart, Ingels took the lead 
with Orlandi second, Faria third and 
“Do It” Duane Yarrow fourth. It was a 
classic Scratch Main consisting of the 
top four point men in northern Califor- 
nia. The crowd out-screamed the cycles; 
they couldn't have found a closer, 
faster, more exciting Scratch Main 
anywhere. 

Orlandis determination and skill 
paid off on lap three as he managed to 
fly by Ingels on the outside for the 
lead. Fast is the only word to describe 
this race, as Orlandi took the checkered 
flag by inches, making it four in a row 
for Orlandi, but he worked for it with 
competition like Ingels, Faria and 
Yarrow. Ingels took second, Yarrow 
third and Faria fourth. 

While Orlandi was chalking up his 
fourth win in the Scratch division, 
Faria over on the Handicap side won 
his. second Handicap Main in a row 
and his third for the 1980 season. 

As the starting gate went up, it was 
Paul Belisle, up to, Cal Expo for the 
first time since 1978 from Orange, 
CA, in the lead, thrilling the crowd 
with wheelies between turns two and 
three. Jim Ross came on the inside to 
take the lead on lap two in turn three. 
“Flyin’ Mike” moved on Ross on lap 
three in turn three claiming the lead; 
Yarrow took second spot as Ross 
slipped to third. Positions three 


through six changed with every lap as 
Faria held the lead to the checkered 
flag, Yarrow took second, Belisle third. 

Joe Leduc moved into Division One 
for the first time tonight and left no 
doubt he belonged there as he won his 
Handicap Heat holding off number 
one Faria, and later, smoothly took 
the win in the Handicap Consolation. 

Pam “Pink Lady” Bennett added 
color and excitement to the Division 
Two program, racing at Cal Expo for 
the first time in 1980. In an Intermis- 
sion Match Race with Division One 
racer “Wild Child” Glenn Hutchison, 
Pam took the checkered flag. It should 
be noted, Pam started on the 0, Glenn 
on the 100. 

In the Division Two Main, Craig 
Elstins was in the lead until he went 
down on lap two in turn one. Bob 
Holmes moved into the lead for the 
win with Dave Schlosser second and 
Pat Linn third. 

The Division Three Main was 
unusually close and exciting as Gary 
Abel took the lead out of the starting 
gate and took his first win at Cal Expo, 
holding off the stiff competition of 
Steve Vieira and Danny Montgomery. 
It was actually three in a row for Gary. 
Looks like it will be Divison Two for 
Gary tomorrow night in the wine 
country. 

In the Junior Main, newcomer Mike 
Parsons took the trophy back home to 
Richmond. Steve Miller was second, 
Bart Bast third.

Schwartz, Miller 
enjoy Ventura

Yessir, the real “Boogaloo Kid” 
showed up at Ventura Raceway 
Tuesday night, not the “Booboo- 
loo Kid” or whoever that other 
guy was at the World Team Cup on 
TV the other day. The commotion by 
the ocean was a bit louder than usual 
as a capacity crowd braved the cold 
weather to cheer the return of the ex- 
Ventura Shark. After racing Monday, 
night in England (he swept), Schwartz 
arrived just a few hours before race 
time and still came within a few lengths 
of sweeping the program in a carbon 
copy performance of Opening Night 
back in April. Then, the party pooper 
was Shawn McConnell; Tuesday it was 
Dave Miller. 

In Handicap racing, after five 
crashes in the first race, three more in 
the second and an extensive drag (it 
sure was), the excess mud was rear- 
ranged and the track proved to be in 
fine shape for the rest of the evening. 
In his first ride, Schwartz had an easy 
time of it, passing riders at will for the 
win off the 50. In the Semi, it took the 
Santa Barbara native until the third 
lap to get past the stubborn McConnell 
for the lead and the win. 

In the Main, bobbing and weaving 
like a prizefighter, Schwartz went 
inside then outside in battling his way 
from last to second after four laps. But 
meanwhile, Miller off the zero diligently 
built a sizable lead, and “Boogaloo’s” 
final frantic lap came up a few lengths 
short. 

In Scratch racing, it was Schwartz 
by roughly 800 light years in his first 
race, but a substantially lesser margin 
as he finally got past McConnell after 
a three-lap battle in the semi. Louis 
Lindwall made his seasonal debut here 
and wished he hadn't. In the Scratch 
Consy, Lindwall knocked off one of 
the pit gates in a crunching collision. 
A late diagnosis reported a severely 
bruised thigh. It looked worse. 

As it is intended to be, the Scratch 
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Jim Fishback let nothing stand between him and IMS Handicap Main win. 





Main was the best race of the night. 
McConnell, whom we will be welcom- 
ing back from England soon enough, 
took the early lead off the pole as 
Schwartz and Brad Oxley exchanged 
second place for two laps. Then young 
Shawn went too wide on turn two, al- 
lowing Oxley and Schwartz to slip by. 
Oxley held a slim lead through the 
third lap. The last lap was wheel to 
wheel until Schwartz managed to get 
underneath Oxley in the last turn to 
win the nailbiter by less than a length. 
It was basically a replay of the Match 
Race, in which Oxley and Schwartz 
traded elbows and knees for two laps 
with a similar outcome. 

In Second Division racing, marred 
by but a single crash, John Foster (he 
of the spiffy helmet) won his Heat and 
the Main in convincing style. In a 
Heat, local maniac Bobby Hill was 
victimized by a bad call as he took 
Alan Martin by half a wheel at the 
finish. The referee called him third; 
Hill called him something, too. 

Two successive routs gave Shane 
McDonald a trophy, and for the first 
time in anyone’s memory there were 
no crashes in Third Division action. 
And Tom Collier of Oxnard took his 
rider’s test just before the first race and 
made the Main in his first night out. 
Not bad. 

Next Tuesday night marks the 
‘return of the U.S. Long Track 
Champion, “The Miracle Worker,” 
Shawn Moran.

Bobby drew the pole 
position with DeTemple next to him 
then Denny Pyeatt and the champ, 
Mike Bast on the outside, where he 
likes it. The tapes went up and Bast 
shot out first with Schwartz right 
behind him. But before he could get 
through turn two, Schwartz lost 
control and dropped it. Never one to 
give up, and even though all the riders 
had long since passed him, Bobby 
picked up his bike, got it going on his 
own, and rode as hard and as fast as he 
could without a chance of winning. 
With Schwartz far behind, Bast 
seemed to have no trouble keeping a 
healthy lead over Pyeatt and DeTemple 
as they finished one, two and three 
with Schwartz riding a very 
discouraging but proud fourth. 

But let's not forget Second Division. 
In their Main event, "Fast" Eddie 
Thurman once again showed everyone 
he's ready for a First Division ride 
winning easily over Cary Faas, and 
Randy Griffith, both tough competitors 
here at Ascot. 

Schwartz will fly back to England 
Sunday to rejoin his team, but this 
Thursday brings more action when 
Shawn Moran returns. е

Bily Labrie, the Florida rider 
who burst on the scene earlier 
this year at Ascot by winning 
various Friday night half-miles 
and the half-mile National, looked 
well on his way to doing it again Friday 
at the eighth annual Gardena Gold 
Cup. 

But in the Expert Main there was 
young Randy Goss with the talent 
Harley-Davidson spotted when they 
made him Jay Springsteen's teammate. 
Labrie defended well, but Goss had a 
dash more horsepower or had it 
hooked up a bit better and won, 
taking home the prize money and the 
beautiful "Gardena Gold Cup" from 
the Gardena Chamber of Commerce. 

It was good racing all around as 
Rich Arnaiz (H-D) won the Junior 
division over a persistant Jim Filice on 
a snappy little Yamaha 500; while 
Novice Bill Herndon from Euless, 
TX, (“its between Dallas and Fort 
Worth") dusted off the home track 
crowd on a factory Honda belonging 
to Mickey Fay. And if that wasn't 
enough for a great evening, Ted 
Davidson broke Alex Jorgensen's 1976 
Trophy Dash record of 1:09.40 with a 
1:09.09. 

Ted Boody trialed the fastest with 
22.38 and got away clean from his pole 
spot-in the first expert heat but Don 
Dodge' Triumph got too much 
traction, stood straight up and over it 
went, tangling up Charlie Summers 
and Dennis Fitze in the same heap. 

Boody, riding Ron Wood's Harley, 
shot for the lead on the restart and 
never lost it. Dodge was after him but 
Boody was quicker; in third was Fitze 
and by the end of the race, Bob 
Sanders, who had not got a good start, 
hard charged up through the group to 
get fourth overall behind Fitze as the 
last direct transfer. 

Second heat had another restart 
after Frank Word got left on the line 
with his hand in the air. Away they 
went again led by Ted Davidson, then 
Goss, Labrie and Mike Minnig. 

Steve Powell took off with the 
Expert semi lead, . but Mike 
Inderbitzen took it away from him 
with Steve Monger following on 
through around Powell The real 
battle developed between Tom Berry 
in new red and white leathers who held 
fourth and final transfer, and Bob 
Moran who wanted it. Moran really 
tried but Berry wasn't having any 
although he really got out of shape one 
time through turn four on his 
Triumph, and Tom made the main 
event. 








The lineup was Ted Boody, Ted 
Davidson, Dennis Fitze and Mike 
Minnig. Davidson shot into the lead, 
followed by Boody, Fitze and Minnig. 
Around they went and Boody had one 
of the more interesting experiences of 
his career when at full throttle out of 
turn two his chain came off, almost 
launching him over the handlebars. 
Sharp reflexes kept him upright if 
completely out of shape, 


It was Davidson and Boody again, 
side by side out of the south turn at the 
start of the expert main, then came 
Labrie, Sanders and Mike Minnig. 
Davidson slid into the lead and as the 
group came out of turn two beginning 
the second lap, Labrie moved by 
Boody into second. Minnig was now 
fourth, and coming hard, Randy Goss. 

Labrie was riding the low groove 
and moved up to put the pressure on 
Davidson, finally passing him on the 
front chute with the crowd on its feet. 
They didn't get to sit down again as 
behind things were changing. Randy 
Goss, looking very controlled but 
incredibly fast, was getting Mike 
Minnig, and then Ted Boody, until he 
was worrying away at Davidson's rear 
wheel. Then going through the south 
turn, Goss got him. In front was 
Labrie riding in that very identifiable 
style of his, and behind the rundown 
was Boody, Minnig, Bob Sanders 
and Tom Berry. 


Goss began probing ways around 
Labrie, finally doing it the hard way 
on the outside. Labrie repassed Goss 
on the back straight, but it wasn't to 
be, and the young Harley rider took 
over the lead and held onto it. As the 
white flag came out, Minnig made his 
move and powered out of turn four, 
passing Davidson to take and hold 
third place through the last lap. 

Rich Arnaiz was the hot Junior with 
the fastest time trial lap, and his first 
heat ended up the fastest of three, with 
Rod Sullivan on a 350cc Yamaha twin 
chasing him hard. Sullivan hung onto 
second for quite a while but kept 
leaving the door open until Sal 
Hoffman on a Harley obliged him and 
took away Sullivan's transfer spot. 


Jeff McDaniel (Hon) and Jim Filice 
on the factory Yamaha 500 were flat 
having at it in the second heat when 
McDaniel's bike blew, canceling his 
plans for the evening. Filice rode on 
with the win, the other transfer going 
to Triumph-mounted Harry Thomas. 


Jim Filice and Rich Arnaiz switched 
first around a little bit in the main, 
but on lap four as the group was 
settling down, Harry Thomas came 
unstuck in turn four and dumped it 
right in the groove. Out came the red 
flag, and on the restart Arnaiz led, 
then came Filice on the smaller Yama- 
had, Harley-mounted Sal Hoffman and 





Ron Yamamoto. The two Yamahas 
couldn't gain anything on the Harleys 
but on the last lap, Yamamoto had a 
nice thing happen to him. He was 
storming away behind Hoffman when 
Sal went too wide coming out of turn 
four and Ron flat beat him down to 
the finish line!

Tarantino coaxed a 
few more ponies from his mount and 
moved into the lead as Maloney moved 
into third to challenge Snorteland after 
Hardick went out with mechanical 
problems. 

As the race entered the final laps 
Tarantino opened up a 30-second 
margin over the Snorteland/Maloney 
battle. Tarantino took the checkered 
flag safely in front of Maloney who 
had slipped past third place finisher 
Snorteland. Marino finished in the 
number four slot ahead of Suzuki rider 
Matt Tedder and Arnet.

VALENCIA, CA, JULY 6 

Thanks to the good folks at Can- 
oga Park Suzuki and the Califor- 
nia Racing Club, riders who 
came out to Indian Dunes Sun- 
day to compete in the regular weekend 
motocross were treated to the Bottle- 
rocket 5000 motocross race, which fea- 
tured a $1000 Pro purse, along with 
$4000 in tickets to the Superbowl of 
Motocross and trips to Disneyland. 

In the Professional ranks, the only 
rider to score double moto victories in 
a Pro class was Team Honda's Donnie 
Hansen, who was aboard his stadium 
bike that he would compete on in the 
Superbowl. In the other action, Yama- 
ha's Erik Kehoe took the 125cc laurels 
with a 2-1 score, while in the Opens 








DG's Pete Snorteland's consistent sec- 
onds earned him the overall victory. 


Hansen started his domination of 
the 250cc class right away as he 
holeshot the first moto and began 
roosting away. Richard Bunch snuck 
in behind Hansen on the first lap, with 
Pete Snorteland, Mark Barnes, Kenny 
Zahrt, Kippy Pierce and Bobby Kline 
trailing. Bunch got off on the first lap! 
and that left Snorteland in second, but 
the rider charging the hardest was 
LOP's Kippy Pierce. Pierce worked 
around Zahrt in a few laps, then 
fought for another circuit with Barnes, 
then set his sights on Snorteland. Pierce 
caught him quickly, but Snorteland 
proved to be an even match for Pierce, 
and held him at bay for most of the 
remaining laps. Pierce finally motored 
off with about three laps remaining, 
but was too far behind Hansen to reel 
him in. Snorteland and Barnes rode in 
3-4. 

Moto two saw Hansen again take the 
holeshot, and again he went untouched 
for the entire race. This time Pierce 
got off in second, and stayed there the 
whole race. Behind the two was the 
usually consistent Snorteland, and he 
was content with his third place slot all 
the way, and didn't relinquish it once, 
not even to Suzuki's "Radical Ron" 
Turner, who tailed in fourth the last 
half of the moto. Turner was suffering 
from a bee sting since his first 125cc 
Pro moto, a sting which he is allergic 
to, and trying to ride all three classes 
didn't help his physical situation much. 
With a seventh in his first moto after 
crashing early, Turner ended up 
fourth in the overalls as well behind 
Hansen, Pierce and Snorteland. 


Turner came back in the Open Pros 
to do battle, and he started things off 
in the first moto by getting out in front 
early, and pulling away for the win. 
Right behind him in second, however, 
was Snorteland again, ready to charge 
all the way. Time ran out and he had to 
finish behind Turner, but ahead of 
Kline, Mike Shoemaker, and Kenny 
Zahrt. 

Moto two saw Zahrt grab the hole- 
shot and roost off to an early lead. 
Behind him, Snorteland and Shoemak- 
er battled for second, while Turner 
was stuck in the middle of the pack. 
Shoemaker soon reeled in Zahrt, and 
the battle was on for the lead. Zahrt 
tried to hold him off but was unsuccess- 
ful halfway through the race when he 
appeared to tire. Shoemaker headed 
off in front, and Zahrt then found 
Snorteland knocking at his fender. It 
wasn't long before Zahrt was placed 
back into third. Then Ron Turner was 
all over Zahrt, who by this time was 
hating life in general, and he fell back 
to fourth. By moto's end, Bill Hagen 
had also left his mark, and Zahrt was 
in fifth. In the overalls, it read 
Snorteland first, Turner second, fol- 
lowed by Shoemaker, Bill Hagen's 6-4, 
and Zahrt's 5-5. 

Turner was out there again in the 
125cc Pros. In round one, he took the 
lead on about the third lap after Erik 
Kehoe took the holeshot, but couldn't 
hold off the Suzuki pilot. But before 
Turner made his pass, he looked like a 
rodeo cowboy, swatting frantically at 
his back. A bee slipped up there and 
eventually stung him, but Turner kept 
on charging, despite his allergy to 
them. After passing Kehoe, he began 
to pull out until John Whelchel moved 
in and took over second when Kehoe 
bailed in the sand. From there 
Whelchel slowly worked up behind 
Turner, who was beginning to get 
dizzy from the sting. Halfway 
through the moto, Turner had a strike 
of good luck when Whelchel's Yamaha 





seized, leaving him a ways ahead of 
now-second Kehoe. From there 
Turner went on to win, as Kehoe 
picked up second ahead of Roger 
Hensley, Mark Moscrop, and Eddie 
Perry. 

Turner couldn't make the second 
moto, and took a DNF that put him 
way out of overall contention, so it 
looked like the battle would have to be 
between Kehoe and Whelchel, Kehoe 
took another holeshot while Moscrop 
pulled into second with Whelchel 
third. Whelchel slipped past Moscrop 
before the halfway point, and began to 
charge after Kehoe. Whelchel’s 
biggest problem now was to cut down 
the 15-second lead Kehoe had. 
Whelchel knocked off a couple 
of seconds a lap for three circuits, but 
then Kehoe got sight of him and the 
two began alternately closing and 
pulling away. This went on right down 
to the wire, and Kehoe took the win 
and overall. Whelchel's second only 
gave him 11th overall, right behind 
"Turner. Second money went to 
Hensley, who went 3-3, followed by 
Mark Moscrop's pair of fourths.

Storer, Lechien 
share honors at 
Barona Oaks

With the Fourth of July falling 
on Friday this year and the tradi- 
tional NMA Nationals going on 
Saturday and Sunday at Barona 
Oaks Raceway this year, CMMC staged 
a make-up and practice race on Friday. 
While not too many visiting riders 
availed themselves of the practice, all 
of the Barona regulars were on hand 
for a real fine regular point race. 

As usual, the Mini Experts featured 
the “Titanic Trio” of Lechien, Storer, 
and Dunlap with the “Racin’ Machine” 
Ronnie Lechien garbbing a close one 





over “Stormin’” Sam Storer in the 
Stocks, and Storer grabbing the 
Modifieds over Kenny Dunlap. The 
special 105cc Minis went to Lechien 
over Storer and Dunlap with some very 
close racing all the way. New Expert 
Mike Fisher came up with a third in 
the Modifieds — a career high for 
him. Barona Oaks’ 1980 Mini point 
battle is now getting very tight as 
Lechien, Storer, and Dunlap are with- 
in about 70 points of each other. Inter- 
estingly, these top three riders are cam- 
paigning on three different makes of 
machines; Yamaha, Kawasaki and 
Suzuki, respectively. 

The 12-16 Intermediates Minis got a 
big transfusion in the form of Kurt 
Hendrickson and first timer Russ 
Winkler of Blythe, CA. Both were 
Yamaha-mounted, and they swapped 
firsts and seconds with Hendrickson 
going two for two in the Modifieds, 
and Winkler taking a come from be- 
hind win in the Stocks. The 9-11 Inter- 
mediates featured the usual battle be- 
tween Frankie Brundage and John 
Conney with Brundage (Suz) grabbing 
the Modifieds, and Conney (Yam) tak- 
ing a come from behind victory in the 
Stocks. . 

The Motorcycle classes produced 
the biggest upset of the day with Steve 
Hitt taking both 125cc Expert classes: 
the Stocks over Tim Hale and the 
Modifieds over Scott Swift, as perennial 
winner David McGhee could not get 
on track all day. The wildest win of the 
day was Larry Butler's Intermediate 
125cc Stock win as he parlayed a 4-2 
effort to a win over Arni Lemon (2-5) 
and Guy Schmidt (1-6). Don Seay was 
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a close fourth at 7-1! In the Novices, 
Alba Honda rider Roger Hayes took a 
tie-breaker Stock 125cc win over Alex 
Leon and then Suzuki rider Leon 
came back strong for the Modified win 
over Indio Suzuki rider Jim Pearson.

It was the regular Sunday night 
Regional Championships after 
the National except there wasn't 
really a National this year.

Dan Atkin- 
son took the third fastest less than a 
blink behind Yamamoto with Jimbo 
Filice fourth fastest on the Mert Law- 
will/Team Yamaha TT500. 

Fay ran off with the first Expert heat 
as the usual drizzles required some 
change in the regular program. Butch 
Brown took the second over Frank 
Word and Lars Trulson. John Wince- 
wicz, the "Wizard," won the second 
affair over Mike Inderbitzen who's 
back riding the Ray Celorie-tuned 
Triumph. Jeff Campbell took third 
over Don Dodge. 

Hurst took the third heat over Jeff 
Celorie and Scott Pearson who was on 
the Harry Lillie, ND-sparked Yamaha 
750 with Dennis Fitze in over Mark 
Legarra and Bernie Larson. 

In the only Expert semi, it was 
Dodge the winner over Trulson and 
Tom McCulloch. Dennis Fitze, Billy 
Oliver and Jeff Celorie were going to 
sit things out. 

Jeff McDaniels ran off with the first 
Junior heat over Don Montgomery and 
Rich Winningham while Ron Yama- 
moto mixed things up in the second 
with Arnie Wick and Tom Cameron. 
Rich Arnaiz and Dan Atkinson did the 





deed in the thrid over Ricky Baptista 
while Bret Barkman got his act together 
in the right direction to win the fourth 
round beating out Jim Filice, Sal Hoff- 
man on Pearson's spare and Chris Fitz- 
hugh. 

Two Junior semis saw Hoffman take 
a shot in the main over Tom Cameron 
and Harry Thomas while Dave Ryan 
got the nod in the other over Brian 
Haycock and Rich Winningham. 

In the Novice main it was a red 
Honda all the way. Mark Rooks got 
himself a good start and pushed off to 
the land of checkered flags with little 
problem. Dale Hansen held the second 
spot for some time while Billy Scott 
and Pat Seigle moved through the 
pack to round up the front runners. 
Scott made the pass on Hansen, but 
there was no way he could catch the 
CR250R and that was that for this 
event. 

It was pretty much a one-sided 
affair in the Junior main as Jeff 
McDaniels took the XR500 to the fore 
along with Bret Barkman and Rich 
Arnaiz. On the third lap, Jim Filice 
made an outside move that would have 
rounded up four riders had it worked. 
Jimbo had never finished a race here 
as a Novice and the disabled Randy 
Scott was out to give the former 
National Novice champion a little in- 
sight into riding the downhill. When it 
became obvious that a drastic step was 
necessary while riding sixth in the 
main, the little speedster gave it a try. 

Going downhill on the back stretch, 
he gathered up his courage and kept 
the gas on as they entered the bottom 
second, four abreast and all on the 
gas. The momentum from holding the 
outside line and traction from the 
cushion helped accelerate the Team 
Yamaha machine in front of the others, 
but the never-ending fence right there 
caught the rider and bike and while 
not crashing, it put him back to where 
he was about 20 mph slower. It was a 
thrilling try and if it had worked, it 
would have been a much more exciting 
climax. 

In the closing laps, McDaniels led 
the parade with ease with Barkman 
taking another Honda to second over 
Arnaiz, Ryan, Yamamoto and Filice. 

The Expert main got everyone buzz- 
ing in anticipation of the start which 
went to Fay on yet another Honda. 
Brad Hurst went right to work with his 
methodical ways, but it was soon at an 





end when the primary chain gave up 
the cause. 

Fay was getting the hard charge 
from Don Dodge, Campbell, Celorie 
and Word as Scott Pearson, the Re- 
gional point leader, was trying to get 
everything together but smacked the 
outside retaining wall. John 
Wincewicz was also having trouble 
and Mike Inderbitzen slid out on the 
downhill side. 

Having started from the outside 
back row, the fastest rider moving 
through the pack was Tommy 
McCulloch on the Muzzy TT500. 
The former Junior high point winner 
here last year kept mixing things up 
until he made the pass on Dodge stick 
for second place behind the long-gone 
Fay. Dodge followed in front of Camp- 
bell, Word and Celorie.

Just when it looked like all the 
central California Valley riders 
were going to sweep all the Wed- 
nesday night short track events 
at fabulous Fremont Raceway, the 
Salinas Valley wrecking crew moves in 
and takes over. Doug Chandler did 
quite a number on Kim Jorgensen’s 
number one plate by winning the 
250cc Expert main in a thriller while 
Danny Moore continued to assert 
himself to the 500cc Experts. Mini 
whizzers Bodie Shepard and Kurt 
Chandler were also once again at the 
front of things. 

Competitiveness is engendered in 
NorCal District 36 short tracks at an 
early stage of racing and proving the 
point is 14-year-old Chandler and 15- 
year-old Moore who are both veteran 
racers with about 15 years of racing 


between the two. The likes of Shepard 


at age seven only go back a year but he 
isa thriller already. 

The usual battle in the 80cc Novice 
main saw Joey Diaz once again beat 
out Mike McDonnell in good racing 
action. Bodie the body hasn't lost an 
80cc Junior main yet on his Salinas 
Kawasaki KX80 with Eric Mayfield 
just waiting for him to make the 
Expert ranks so he can have that class 
to himself. 

Adam Sabedra found a ride on a 
Harley two-stroke and promptly won 
the 250cc Novice class over Brian 
Harvey who came all the way from 
Columbia, SC, to ride Fremont's 
famed quarter-mile. Bill Baker was 
third on the Area Ambulance special.

Then, setting up 
underneath, he dropped in behind 
Kim's line and as they entered turn 
three for the last time, Kim dropped 
down low on the groove expecting that 
type of pass while Doug went up high 
and rode around to the checkered and 
a hell of a win. The crowd just loved it 
and gave him a standing ovation for 
the effort. 

Mike Ahm returned to racing after 
a three year layoff and found out that 
you have to have the Goodyear DT II 
if you want to win. He does, he bought 
one and he won the 360cc Novices over 
Rick Record. Marvin Lewis is still 
doing that winning thing in the 500cc 
Novice class with Randy Holycross 
doing the chasing on the West Bay 
Cycle BSA thumper. 

Dave Boyles got a good shot line on 
Steve Carrillo and out-foxed the 
coyote for the 360cc Expert win and 
enough points to take the hammer 
spot onthe top Black Plate. Rocky 
Malynn showed that some old men can 
still handle the racing bug thing by 
taking third on the SK Cycle Bultaco. 

Joe Flowers was thinking this was 
going to be his night to win after a few 
weeks layoff, but John Phillips had 
other ideas for the 500cc Junior race, 
winning in good fashion on the 
Yamaha of Salinas TT500. Flowers 
was runnerup on the Knight-framed 
TT500 and Roy Fisher got third. 

Danny Moore is still the hot kid to 
beat in the 500cc Expert class and with 
a little help from the likes of Champion 
frames, will likely be a hot prospect for 
the Novice Pro ranks next year.

East meets West 
in racing action 
By Richard Creed 
STURGIS, SD, JUNE 8 


It’s hard to believe, but Bill 
Stork just wasn’t happy with the 
layout of the Jackpine Gypies 
track outside of Sturgis. The 
track is generally regarded as being 
one of the finest in the Midwest, 
although largely unknown to out-of- 
state riders. It’s too bad. A lot of 
National stars are attempting to make 
a living on tracks that are vastly 
inferior in quality. But Stork, the 
kingpin in South Dakota motocross 
promotion, wanted something tougher. 
But without sacrificing any of the 
features that have made the Sturgis 
track popular. 

Two big changes were made: an 
uphill straight out of the starting gate, 


,and a 10-foot "sky shot" wall on the 


backside of the course. The changed 
starting area will make life easier on 
the residents living on the track's fence 
line and the wall was a spectator 
delight. 

The new design played host to the 
semi-final event in the S.D. State Moto- 
cross Championships on June 8 which 
featured a duel between some of the 
state's best riders from east and west of 
the Missouri River. 

For those of you unfamiliar with 
South Dakota geography (probably 
all of you reading this), the Missouri 
divides the state into roughly equal 
warring camps. The rivalry is somewhat 
like Rebels and Yanks. No quarter 
given, or asked, and Heaven help the 
Innocent. 

Unfortunately, Todd Elmer, who 
lives in Minnesota, but campaigns 
regularly in South Dakota, passed up 
the Black Hills race. Elmer, who was a 
multi-class champion in last year's 
series, subsequently lost his hold on the 
Expert classes as West River riders 
Bily Stork (Yam) and Deryk Ward 
(Hon) split the series victories between 
them. Ward took the 250cc Experts 
while Stork won the 125 and Open 








Expert classes. Elmer finished second 
in all three. 

In the Sturgis competition, Stork 
won both the 125 and Open Expert 
classes with back-to-back wins in each 
class. Deryk Ward turned in his usual 
fine performance aboard a Rice Cycles 
Honda to claim the 250cc Expert 
trophy. 

Behind Ward and Stork, the 
placings were like musical chairs as 
riders tried to put together consistent 
finishes. 

In the Open Expert, Bob Molder 
(Hus) posted a second overall on the 
strength of two third places. Tim 
"Montgomery took second behind Billy 
Stork in the first moto, but dropped 
well behind in the final round. Randy 
Rothlisberger ran sixth in the first 
round, but took second spot in the 
final. Rothlisberger finished third over- 
all. 

Tim Montgomery challenged the 
125 and 250cc Expert classes and came 
away with a second overall behind 
Ward in the 250s and fourth overall in 
the 125s. While Ward kept his distance 
from the hounding herd in the 250s, 
Ben Norfolk (Yam) of Gillette, WY, 
spent most of the first moto flying high 
off the "sky shot" wall. Norflk is a born 
showman and liked nothing better 
than humbling competitors with style. 
Style didn't count in the second moto, 
though, as Norfolk finished sixth, and 
fifth overall. 

Billy Stork piloted his Yamaha to a 
two-moto win in the 125cc Experts 
over Dave Kahler aboard a Kawasaki 
Uni-Trak. Tim Haight of Sioux Falls 
valiantly kept the East River banner 
flying in third place overall. е
